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FORTY  YEARS  OF  COIN  COLLECTING

It  was  sometime  during  the  year  1909  when  I was  attending  high 
school  in  New  York  that  the  thought  of  collecting  coins  first  came  to 
mind.  The  presence  at  home  of  a number  of  silver  pieces  which  father 
had  brought  with  him  when  immigrating  from  Europe  added  zest  to 
my  desire. 

I recall  the  day  when  a classmate  showed  me  some  coins  and  asked 
whether  I was  interested  to  purchase  them.  The  lot  contained  about  a 
dozen  pieces.  Most  of  them  were  coppers  and  a few  small  silver  pieces. 
The  lad  asked  a dollar  for  his  goods  and  the  deal  was  closed. 

That  evening  at  home  I looked  over  my  purchase  more  carefully  and 
discovered  a coin  of  yellow  metal  with  a small  hole  pierced  through  the 
top.  The  presence  of  a “step-child”  in  my  miniature  collection  was  not 
encouraging  so  I went  to  a dealer  and  disposed  of  it.  I received  a dollar 
for  the  piece.  This  first  venture  into  a new  field,  assuring  me  of  profit 
in  coin  collecting,  was  my  introduction  to  the  hobby  of  the  numismatist. 

My  financial  means  being  limited  to  the  small  allowance  which  the 
folks  gave  me  restricted  my  coin  acquisitions  to  the  common  variety  of 
coppers.  History  and  geography  were  two  of  my  favorite  subjects  at 
school  and  so  influenced  my  selection  of  coins. 

It  was  about  this  time  in  1909  when  the  Lincoln  cent  was  first  minted. 
I remember  well  the  furor  caused  by  the  issuance  of  this  new  piece.  The 
coin  at  first  was  put  in  circulation  with  the  initials  of  the  sculptor,  V.  D.B., 
conspicuously  displayed.  At  this  protests  began  springing  up.  The  demand 
for  the  piece  was  great  when  it  was  rumored  that  the  initials  of  the 
designer  would  be  eliminated  in  a new  issue,  that  the  government  was  to 
recall  the  first  ones  made.  This  rumor  proved  unwarranted,  however. 
Hopes  that  there  would  be  a premium  on  the  first  issue  bearing  the 
initials  further  increased  the  demand  and  pushed  the  price  of  the  coin 
up  to  as  much  as  one  dollar.  The  New  York  Times  was  foremost  in  the 
condemnation  of  the  Lincoln  cent,  arguing  that  “it  was  contrary  to  prece- 
dent to  have  the  head  of  a president  memoralized.”  In  an  editorial  at  the 
time,  the  paper  said:

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. . the  red  Indian  in  his  war  bonnet,  the  sole  survival  of  the  aboriginal 

North  America,  was  of  value  as  a cultural  memorial,  if  for  nothing  else. 

He  should  be  retained  upon  the  cent  and  the  foolish  commemorative 

pennies  (the  Lincoln  cents)  should  be  permitted  to  efface  themselves 

or  to  find  oblivion  in  the  tills  of  the  coin  collector.” 

Today  we  find  the  Lincoln  cent  to  have  survived  all  criticism  and  to 
have  grown  in  popular  esteem  during  its  long  life  of  forty  years. 

During  the  first  fifteen  years  I added  indiscriminately  to  my  collec- 
tion. I lived  for  several  years  in  Latin  America,  in  Puerto  Rico,  Cuba  and 
Mexico.  While  there  I picked  up  several  coins  which  included  pieces  of 
eight  and  others  of  strictly  local  character.  Puerto  Rico  particularly, 
rich  in  historic  lore,  added  many  pieces  to  my  collection.  Possessing  a 
knowledge  of  Spanish  enabled  me  to  get  about  with  facility. 

In  later  years  as  my  income  grew  my  coin  acquisitions  increased.  My 
interest  now  centered  on  silver  pieces  of  many  countries.  Most  interesting 
among  them  was  a six-pence  piece  of  England,  of  the  year  1574,  which 
first  “saw”  the  light  of  day  in  the  Tower  of  London,  where  it  was  minted, 
during  the  reign  of  Good  Queen  Bess.  The  coin  was  of  exceptionally  fine 
condition.  If  it  could  talk  what  an  interesting  tale  it  could  relate  of  world 
history.  Those  were  the  days  when  English  glory  was  at  its  height.  In 
the  firmament  of  literature  such  names  as  Shakespeare,  Bacon  and  John- 
son stood  out  conspicuously.  While  Raleigh,  Hawkins  and  Drake  added 
discovery  and  exploration  to  the  bright  escutcheon  of  attainment  of  the 
mother  country.  Strange  enough  this  coin  was  given  me  by  a party 
named  Simpson.  On  the  piece  appears  the  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
whose  fourteenth  cousin,  once  removed,  was  King  Edward  VIII,  who 
gave  up  his  throne  for  the  love  of  a woman  named  Simpson. 

In  1928  I began  to  acquire  gold  pieces  principally.  One  of  each 
country,  about  the  size  of  an  American  5-dollar  piece,  was  my  goal.  After 
a few  years  I learned  that  the  field  for  this  type  of  coin  was  quite  exten- 
sive and  expensive.  I abandoned  this  specialty  therefore  to  the  collector 
of  greater  means  and  more  time.  Soon  I began  converting  my  foreign 
gold  pieces  into  American  gold  pieces  of  quarter  eagle  denomination.  I 
felt  that  it  would  be  more  advantageous  to  “play  ball  on  the  home 
grounds.” 

Among  the  foreign  pieces  so  converted  was  a 5-peso  coin  of  Guate- 
mala, dated  1877  and  in  extra  fine  condition.  Of  all  my  coins  this  piece 
had  the  most  exciting  story  associated  with  its  acquisition  and  final  dis- 
position. 

I had  purchased  this  coin  in  1935  from  a jeweler  in  the  Yorkville 
section  of  the  city.  This  part  of  New  York  is  densely  populated  with 
residents  of  German  origin.  The  coin  was  displayed  in  the  window  of  the 
merchant  together  with  other  gold  pieces.  Notwithstanding  the  presence 
of  a sign  reading  “Dawa”  on  the  entrance  door  of  the  shop,  I decided  to 
enter  and  obtain  the  Guatemala  coin  for  my  collection.  The  sign  “Dawa 
was  of  an  association  of  neighborhood  tradesmen  of  “Aryan”  persuasion. 
Fritz  Kuhn,  the  “Fuhrer”  of  the  German  Bund  had  his  headquarters  m 
the  neighborhood,  it  was  said.  The  New  York  police  had  its  hands  fu 
curbing  disturbances  caused  by  the  “Dawa”  and  “Bund  at  about  t is 

time. 

The  Guatemala  coin  was  of  yellow,  greenish  metal  and  the  jeweler 
assured  me  it  was  of  gold,  that  he  had  purchased  a number  of  pieces  from 
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a friend  who  had  recently  come  up  from  Latin  America.  The  shop-keeper 
weighed  the  coin  and  asked  me  $7.75  for  the  piece.  I knew  nothing  about 
its  numismatic  value  but  felt  the  price  must  be  right  as  the  jeweler  was 
selling  me  the  coin  according  to  its  weight. 

After  purchase  of  the  piece  I took  the  coin  to  a jeweler  friend  who 
assured  me  that  it  was  of  gold.  I then  went  to  the  library  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  to  ascertain  its  numismatic  significance.  Only  a 
catalogue  of  twenty-five  years  ago  was  available.  The  coin  was  listed  as 
rare  and  valued  at  $25.  I now  felt  reassured  that  I had  made  a good  buy. 

It  was  now  two  years  later,  in  1937,  that  I began  converting  my 
foreign  gold  to  American  quarter  eagles. 

With  one  exception  I had  little  difficulty  in  disposing  of  my  foreign 
pieces.  In  New  York  I could  not  get  a better  offer  than  $15  for  the 
Guatemala  piece.  Since  the  coin  was  listed  for  $25  in  a catalogue  that 
was  twenty-five  years  old  I felt  that  the  offer  for  the  coin  should  be  much 
better  than  $15. 

In  the  reference  room  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  I did  some 
research  among  coin  catalogues.  In  the  catalogue  of  a London  dealer,  the 
largest  and  oldest  concern  in  Europe,  I discovered  a coin  of  similar 
denomination,  condition  and  year,  of  a country  adjoining  the  Republic 
of  Guatemala.  The  price  asked  for  this  piece  was  $100.  This  information 
being  from  a current  catalogue,  I felt  much  relieved  with  respect  to  the 
prospects  of  my  own  coin. 

A written  inquiry  to  the  concern  in  London  whether  they  would 
purchase  my  Latin  American  coin  for  $75  or  make  an  exchange  for  15 
American  quarter  eagles,  elicited  the  information  that  my  terms  were 
satisfactory,  to  send  them  the  piece  for  examination.  Upon  a gov- 
ernment export  license,  therefore,  the  shipment  of  gold  already  being 
restricted,  I forwarded  the  coin  to  Europe.  The  next  mail  brought  me 
15  quarter  eagles.  Among  them  was  a beautiful  proof  piece  of  1895. 

To  commemorate  the  event  of  this  interesting  transaction  I sold 
some  of  the  quarter  eagles  received  from  abroad  and  with  the  proceeds 
purchased  another  Guatemala  piece,  of  similar  date  but  in  much  better 
condition  than  my  first  acquisition,  and  of  the  same  denomination.  My 
plan  was  to  offer  to  make  an  exchange  with  its  new  owner.  The  original 
piece  had  a distinguishing  scar  on  the  reverse. 

It  was  now  1939  and  war  clouds  were  gathering  upon  the  horizon  in 
Europe.  Four  years  had  now  elapsed  since  the  original  transaction  involv- 
ing the  Guatemala  coin.  Several  months  passed  but  there  was  no  reply 
to  my  inquiry  of  the  London  concern.  Finally  word  came  that  German 
bombers  had  paid  London  several  visits  and  just  as  soon  as  their  house 
could  be  put  in  order  response  would  be  made  to  my  inquiry  of  several 
months  before.  In  due  course  word  came  that  the  Guatemala  piece  had 
been  sold  some  time  before  to  a resident  of  Manila  in  the  Philippines.  By 
this  time  Japan  too  had  entered  the  war  and  the  Philippine  Islands  were 
invaded. 

Following  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Asia,  in  1945,  I continued  my 
search.  To  a friend  stationed  with  the  Army  in  Manila  I sent  particulars 
respecting  the  Guatemala  coin  with  the  name  of  its  purchaser.  Advices 
reached  me  that  the  Japs  during  their  invasion  and  occupation  of  three 
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years  of  Manila  had  destroyed  or  taken  everything  of  value  that  they 
could  lay  hands  on. 

And  so  ends  the  story  of  the  Guatemala  coin.  Originally  it  had  been 
purchased  from  a Nazi  sympathizer  in  the  United  States,  sold  to  a resi- 
dent of  a country  which  later  became  an  ally  in  the  great  war,  then  in 
turn  sold  to  a resident  of  a neutral  country  which  was  invaded  and 
ravished  by  another  nation,  an  ally  of  the  country  whose  sympathizers 
had  sold  me  the  coin  in  the  first  instance. 

Another  coin  in  my  collection  of  unusual  interest  is  a J eff erson 
nickel  of  the  year  1940.  It  was  given  to  me  in  change  one  day  during 
1944  when  the  second  world  war  was  raging  in  all  its  fury.  Upon  the 
collar  of  the  father  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  appears  chisled 
in  fine  handiwork  a Nazi  swastika,  about  one  eighth  of  an  inch  in  diam- 
eter. The  ignoble  defeat  of  the  Nazi  army  since  has  wiped  out  the  base 
insult  to  the  memory  of  a great  man. 

A Washington  token  piece  of  1791,  in  very  fine  condition,  is  another 
“mirror  of  my  gallery  of  American  history.”  The  old  piece  was  given  to 
me  by  the  widow  of  Dr.  John  C.  Grumbine,  author  and  lecturer.  His 
family  were  life-long  friends  of  Major  General  John  C.  Fremont,  after 
whom  the  doctor  was  named.  The  General  distinguished  himself  during 
the  early  history  of  the  country.  He  made  trips  of  exploration  in  the  west 
with  the  aid  of  Kit  Carson.  For  his  services  the  government  presented 
the  General  with  a large  estate  in  California  upon  which  gold  in  large 
quantities  was  later  discovered.  He  was  the  first  governor  and  one  of  the 
first  senators  from  the  “Golden”  state.  He  was  also  the  first  candidate  of 
the  Republican  Party  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  in 
1856.  A grandson  of  the  General  served  in  my  office,  in  the  Navy 
Department,  during  1914.  It  was  General  Fremont  who  had  given  the 
Washington  token  piece  to  his  name-sake.  Dr.  Grumbine,  from  whose 
widow  I obtained  it  during  a recent  visit  to  California. 

Besides  sleep,  I know  of  no  other  sedative  than  the  hobby,  that  will 
free  the  mind  of  the  many  turmoils  of  the  day.  Be  it  coins,  autographs, 
stamps  or  books,  one  should  have  some  hobby.  I daresay,  it  was  his 
many  hobbies  which  kept  our  late  lamented  President,  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt,  rested  and  in  happy  frame  of  mind  most  of  the  time  during 
a period  of  global  disorder  unprecedented  in  world  history. 

Indeed,  one  with  a hobby  need  never  tire  of  life.

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A UNIQUE  (?)  CONFEDERATE 
HALF  DOLLAR  RE-STRIKE

Until  early  in  1879  collectors  of  United  States  coins  never  knew  for 
a certainty  that  the  Confederate  States  of  America  officially  issued  a 
metallic  coin,  a half  dollar  in  silver.  This  was  18  years  after  the  die 
(reverse)  had  been  cut,  and  presumably,  four  pieces  had  been  struck 
by  the  Confederate  mint  authorities  in  New  Orleans.  Since  1879  many 
articles  have  been  printed  about  the  Confederate  half  dollar.  The  story 
of  this  fabulous  coin  (and  it  is  fabulous)  has  been  pretty  well  pieced 
together,  facts  authenticated,  dates  and  names  documented.  Older 
numismatists  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Confederate  half  dollar. 
But  to  acquaint  the  younger  generation  of  collectors  with  the  known 
facts  (and  some  of  the  disputed  points)  the  paragraphs  which  follow 
propose  to  review  articles  that  have  heretofore  been  written. 

However,  before  getting  into  the  history  of  the  coin,  die,  re-strikes, 
etc.,  under  discussion,  it  may  be  well  to  present  an  account  of  what  this 
writer  believes  is  a unique  Confederate  re-strike  (reproduced  on  this 
page).  Mr.  Scott  of  New  York  (J.  W.  Scott  of  Scott  and  Company,  coins 
and  stamps)  in  1879  filed  off  reverses  of  500  U.  S.  half  dollars,  all  dated 
1861,  and  re-struck  them  with  the  reverse  Confederate  die.  These  are 
known  as  the  Scott  re-strikes. 


The  re-strike  pictured  herewith  is  one  with  a perfectly  double- 
struck  obverse.  The  date  1861  shows  plainly  at  the  top  and  bottom.  The 
figure  of  Liberty,  with  all  her  details  of  dress,  are  perfectly  superim- 
posed. Even  the  stars  “pile  up”  in  proper  position.  In  other  words,  the 
obverse  shows  a perfectly  mis-struck  or  double-struck  coin,  as  if  it  had 
been  carefully  fed  “upside  down”  a second  time  into  the  coining  press 
during  the  minting  operation. 
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Naturally  the  reverse  of  this  particular  1861  half  dollar  was  also 
perfectly  double-struck.  But  this  all  disappeared  in  the  shaving  off  of 
the  7 grains  of  silver,  which  was  the  usual  amount  removed.  This  unique 
(has  any  reader  ever  heard  of  another?)  re-strike  evidently  was  struck 
early  among  the  500  pieces,  as  there  is  not  the  least  sign  of  deterioration 
of  the  die  — every  line  being  clear  and  well  struck  up.  The  half  dollar 
shown  herewith  weighs  the  customary  185  grains  (1921/2  grains  in  the 
standard  piece).  It  has  the  usual  flattened  reeding  on  the  edge,  but  the 
double-struck  obverse  does  not  show  “flattening”  to  the  degree  noticed 
in  many  re-strikes.  (The  writer  has  owned  50  of  these  re-strikes  at  one 
time  or  another,  and  has  noted  some  obverses  are  more  “flattened”  in 
appearance  than  others,  probably  caused  by  uneven  pressure  by  the 
screw  press  on  which  they  were  struck.) 

In  the  summer  of  1879,  shortly  after  Mr.  Scott  purchased  the  Con- 
federate die,  David  Proskey,  a well-known  numismatist  and  coin  dealer 
of  New  York,  was  commissioned  by  Mr.  Scott  to  supervise  the  coining 
of  the  re-strikes.  The  writer  can  imagine  this  dialogue  on  the  morning 
the  “operation  re-strike”  began: 

Proskey:  (examining  the  one  known  original)  “Well,  boss,  this  proof 
original  form  of  New  Orleans  is  out  of  this  world  (or  the  1879  equiva- 
lent) -and  no  doubt  the  other  three  specimens  are  gone  forever!” 

Scott:  “Too  true,  too  true.  But  can’t  we  manage  to  produce  some 
‘varieties’  in  our  re-strikes?  This  $1.50  profit  on  each  piece  will  hardly 
pay  us  for  press  oil!” 

Proskey:  “I  have  an  idea,  boss.  You  remember  old  so-and-so  who 
specializes  in  mis-strikes,  freak  coins?  Well,  he  has  an  1861  half,  per- 
fectly double-struck!  If  he  really  wants  a unique  piece,  and  will  pay  us 
a fair  price  for  our  trouble,  we’ll  make  him  a real  rarity!  What  do  you 

say?” 

Scott:  “That’s  a lulu  (or  the  1879  equivalent)  of  an  idea,  David. 
See  if  he  is  agreeable.” 

And,  so,  maybe,  was  brought  into  existence  the  unique  (?)  re-strike 
which  illustrates  this  article.  For  more  than  half  a century  it  was  in  a 
collector’s  lock  box  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and  came  into  possession  of 
the  writer  two  years  ago.  Now,  let  us  get  on  with  the  story  of  the 
Confederate  half  dollar. 

A New  York  newspaper,  on  January  2,  1879,  printed  an  article  on 
rare  coins,  written  by  E.  B.  Mason,  Jr.,  of  E.  B.  Mason  & Co.,  numis- 
matic dealers  of  Philadelphia.  Not  long  after  this  Mr.  Mason  received 
a letter  from  Dr.  B.  F.  Taylor,  secretary  and  treasurer,  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  New  Orleans,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  a hah 
dollar  struck  in  early  April,  1861,  by  authority  of  the  Confederate 
Treasury  Department  at  the  New  Orleans  mint.  In  February,  1861,  when 
the  mint  was  surrendered  by  Federal  officials  to  the  Confederacy,  r. 
Taylor  was  appointed  chief  coiner.  The  other  officers  of  the  mint  in 
eluded  Wm.  A.  Elmore,  superintendent;  A.  J.  Guerot,  treasurer ; Dr. 
M.  F.  Bonzano,  melter  and  refiner ; Howard  Millspaugh,  assayer ; A.  H.  • 
Patterson  engraver  and  die  sinker;  Conrad  Schmidt,  foreman  o e 
coining  room-all  of  whom  were  retained  by  the  Confederate  authorities. 

In  April,  1861,  Chas.  G.  Memminger,  secretary  of  the  Confederate 
Treasury,  ordered  that  designs  for  a half  dollar  piece  be  submitted  for 
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his  approval.  The  design  selected  was  an  obverse  identical  with  the  Lib- 
erty  seated  half  dollars  of  the  period,  and  the  reverse  of  the  now  familiar 
onfederate  half  dollar:  a shield  with  seven  stars,  representing  the 
seceding  States;  above  the  shield  a Liberty  Cap;  the  shield  and  cap 
entwined  with  wreaths  of  sugar  cane  and  cotton;  inscription  on  upper 
rim  Confederate  States  of  America”  and  below  “Half  Dol.”  This  reverse 
die  was  engraved  by  Mr.  Patterson  and  was  prepared  for  the  coining 
press  by  Mr.  Schmidt.  Dr.  Taylor  wrote  Mr.  Mason  that  all  officials  of 
the  mint,  including  himself,  were  present  in  mid- April,  1861  when  four 
(and  four  only)  specimens  were  struck  from  the  new  die,  and  an  1861 
obverse  die  for  the  regular  half  dollar  coinage  (330,000  pieces  struck  at 
New  Orleans  in  January  and  February,  1861),  the  striking  being  done 
on  a hand  screw  press.  These  four  pieces,  all  struck  in  proof,  testified 
Dr.  Taylor,  were  distributed  as  follows:  one  to  Jefferson  Davis  president 
of  the  Confederacy,  one  to  Prof.  Biddle  of  the  University  of  Louisiana 

^ prominent  physician  of  New  Orleans  and  friend 
of  Dr.  Taylor,  and  the  fourth  to  the  chief  coiner  himself.  Dr.  Taylor.  The 
chief  coiner  also  had  the  foresight  to  retain  the  reverse  die.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  suspended  operations  of  the  mint  on  April  30  1861 
because  of  the  great  difficulty  of  obtaining  bullion.  Thus  the  existence 
of  the  Confederate  half  dollar  was  not  generally  known  for  14  vears 
after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War. 

After  some  correspondence  Dr.  Taylor  sent  his  specimen  of  the 
Confederate  half  dollar  and  the  reverse  die  to  Mr.  Mason,  and,  shortly 
after  the  authenticity  of  the  coin  had  been  established,  both  the  coin 
and  die  were  sold  by  Mr.  Mason,  as  agent  for  Dr.  Taylor,  to  J.  W.  Scott 
for  the  sum  of  $310.  This  was  in  September,  1879.  Mr.  Scott  jealously 
kept  the  reverse  die  (he  had  a long  range  idea),  but  in  1882  sold  the 
com  at  public  auction  for  $870.  Along  about  1900  the  coin  came  into 
Mr.  Scott  s possession  again  and  this  time  was  offered  in  private  sale 
for  $750,  but  no  sale  was  made.  Next,  the  coin  came  up  for  bidding 
(after  being  widely  advertised)  on  March  11,  1910,  at  an  Elder  Sale  in 
New  York.  The  announcement  was  made  that  the  coin  would  be  “sold 
without  reserve,  ’ but  it  was  understood  there  was  a protection  mark  of 

started  at  $1,000  and  was  moved  up  to 
$3,750  when  the  bidding  ceased  and  Mr.  Elder  proclaimed  “Eagle”  as  the 
purchaser  — but  because  the  $4,000  mark  was  not  reached  it  is  gen- 
erally thought  the  piece  did  not  change  hands  at  that  time.  So  it 
seems  that  this  Confederate  proof  half  dollar  was  placed  in  various 
auction  sales  during  the  next  8 years,  and  always  “bought  in”  - that  is, 
there  was  a protective  bid  which  prevented  the  coin  from  changing 
ownership.  Probably  not  more  than  three  different  collectors  ever  owned 
e piece.  In  1918  David  Proskey  of  New  York,  as  agent  for  another 
dealer,  sold  the  coin  and  die  for  $3,000  to  J.  Sanford  Saltus.  Mr.  Saltus 
presented  the  coin  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  New  York,  on 

July  30,  1918,  where  it  may  be  seen  in  all  its  beauty  (dulled  proof)  and 
rarity  today. 

Confederate  half  dollars,  struck  in  April, 

, no  definite  trace  remains.  To  be  sure,  expert  numismatic  students 
and  dealers  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  19th  century  diligently  pursued 
every  due,  every  rumor,  hoping  to  find  the  missing  three.  Dr.  Taylor, 
imself,  in  the  late  1870s  and  early  1880s  turned  New  Orleans  inside  out 
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in  a systematic  search.  He  did  report  one  in  the  hands  of  a “Confed- 
erate Army  officer”  who  had  determined  to  “hand  it  down  to  my  son,” 
Jefferson  Davis,  ex-president  of  the  Confederacy,  wrote  a letter  on  May 
10,  1879,  announcing  his  Confederate  half  dollar  was  taken  by  Federal 
officers  when  they  rifled  his  baggage  at  the  time  he  was  confined  in 
prison  at  Fortress  Monroe.  In  1910  it  was  reported  that  Marks  Jacobs 
of  Rondout,  New  York,  had  an  original  (perfect  reeding  and  192  grains 
in  weight,  no  flattening  on  the  obverse)  which  he  “received  in  change  30 
years  ago.”  (This  coin  was  later  bought  by  H.  O.  Grandberg,  Oshkosh, 
Mich.,  but  was  never  pronounced  “an  original”  by  the  experts.)  It  was 
reported  about  1911  that  the  Byron  Reed  collection,  in  the  Public 
Library  of  Omaha,  Neb.,  contained  “an  original.”  Also  “an  original 
Confederate  half  dollar  was  said  to  be  on  exhibition  at  the  St,  Louis 
Exposition  in  1904,  “the  property  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Confederate  Veterans.”  In  the  opinion  of  experts  (with  whom  this 
writer  heartily  agrees)  all  these  reported  “originals”  and  many  others 
are  merely  Scott  re-strikes,  and  that  up  to  this  moment  only  one  of  the 
four  originals.  Confederate  proof  half  dollars,  is  known.  The  other 
three,  no  doubt,  are  irretrievably  lost, 

Mr.  Scott  jealously  kept  in  his  possession  the  reverse  die  until  he  had 
minted  his  white  metal  advertising  pieces  and  the  re-strikes  (500  of 
each).  Then  he  softened  the  steel  of  the  die’s  face,  cancelled  it  with  a file 
mark,  struck  at  least  two  brass  splashers,  and  offered  the  cancelled  die  for 
sale  at  $50.  It  was  sold  to  a collector  in  November,  1879,  and  during  the 
next  40  years  was  owned  by  several  collectors,  including  Judson  Brenner, 
De  Kalb,  111.,  and  Elliott  Smith  of  New  York,  and  finally  went  to  J. 
Sanford  Saltus  in  1918,  along  with  the  proof  coin  which  he  bought  from 
David  Proskey  (the  die  and  the  coin  for  $3000).  Of  the  two  brass  impres- 
sions (splashers)  of  the  cancelled  die,  F.  C.  C.  Boyd,  Ringoes,  New  Jersey, 
owns  one  which  he  secured  from  Elliott  Smith  of  New  York,  and  the  other 
is  supposed  to  be  with  the  cancelled  die. 

An  important  question  at  the  mom.ent:  where  is  the  cancelled  die  of 
the  Confederate  half  dollar?  It  is  hoped  some  reader  can  uncover  it.  Some 
twenty  years  ago  this  writer  saw  this  cancelled  die  in  a museum  case  — 
as  he  remembers,  in  the  Confederate  Museum  in  Richmond,  Va.  He 
examined  the  die  with  care  - the  curator  opening  the  case  for  closer 
scrutiny  and  actual  handling.  There  was  the  defacing  file  mark  and  a 
splasher  in  tarnished  brass,  lead,  or  other  base  metal,  with  the  “ridge 
across  its  face.  Recently  India  W.  Thomas,  House  Regent  at  the  Rich- 
mond Confederate  Museum,  wrote:  “The  die  has  never  been  in  our  col- 
lection. If  you  locate  it,  we  will  be  grateful  if  you  will  let  us  know  where 

it  is.” 

In  1923  David  Proskey  (died  August  16,  1928),  reporting  the  sale  of 
the  original  coin  and  die  to  J.  Sanford  Saltus  (who  presented  the  com  as 
above  set  out,  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society)  wrote,  “Mr.  Saltus 
gave  the  cancelled  die  to  the  Louisiana  Historical  Society,  New  Orleans, 
where  it  now  reposes.”  This  Society,  up  to  now,  has  failed  to  respond  to 
repeated  inquiry  concerning  the  whereabouts  of  the  die.  But  this  write 
did  see  the  die  some  twenty  years  ago  in  a museum  - he  thinks  in  Kic  - 
mond,  but  it  could  have  been  in  New  Orleans. 

The  story  about  the  Scott  re-strikes  varies  in  several  particulars.  It 
is  certain  that  Mr.  Scott  never  let  the  die  out  of  his  sight,  hardly,  unt 
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the  re-striking  operation  was  complete.  Some  say  the  die  cracked  so 
badly  after  200  pieces  had  been  struck  that  Mr.  Scott  was  afraid  to  strike 
more  silver,  so  brought  on  his  white  metal  pieces.  And  Mr.  Scott  himself 
announced  the  issue  was  overscribed  and  offered  a “premium  to  those 
who  subscribed  for  two  or  more”  in  order  to  have  enough  to  go  around. 
But,  no  doubt,  the  best  account  of  the  re-striking  activity  comes  from 
David  Proskey,  who  supervised  the  operation  for  Mr.  Scott.  In  a lengthy 
report  on  the  enterprise,  Mr.  Proskey  makes  plain  that  500  each  of  the 
white  metal  impressions  and  the  half  dollars  were  struck  — the  white 
metal  (showing  the  Confederate  reverse  and  a Scott  store  card  on  the 
obverse)  were  struck  first,  because  Mr.  Scott  feared  the  old  die  would 
fly  to  bits  because  of  the  hard  silver  — and  he  wanted  to  have  “some- 
thing,” as  Proskey  said,  to  send  the  subscribers.  But  the  die  held  for  the 
500  silver  coins  — and  in  the  50  or  more  coins  I have  examined  the  die 
breaks  are  not  alarming  (the  die  itself  shows  only  three  rim  cracks). 

Mr.  Scott  first  advertised  for  500  half  dollars,  dated  1861,  “as  near 
uncirculated  as  possible.”  He  offered  a small  premium  above  face  and 
Proskey  writes  he  soon  had  “pecks  of  them.”  The  buyer  specified  “1861 
half  dollars  of  the  N.  O.  mint”  — but  if  he  was  to  shave  the  reverse, 
why  did  the  coins  have  to  be  O.  mint?  This  was  just  another  adver- 
tising “come  on,”  no  doubt.  The  filing  off  of  seven  grains  of  silver 
from  the  reverse  of  the  coins  completely  removed  the  design,  and  was 
not  such  a difficult  operation,  reports  Proskey.  To  prevent  battering  and 
flattening  of  the  obverse  of  the  coins  as  much  as  possible,  the  Liberty 
seated  face  was  placed  on  a blank  of  soft  brass  and  the  striking  was  done 
on  a hand  screw  press,  which  accounts  for  many  variations  in  depth  of 
reverse  striking,  off-center  pressure,  and  obverse  flattening.  No  two  are 
alike  on  these  points. 

The  circular  accompanying  the  re-strikes  to  the  subscribers  is  dated 
October  17,  1879.  It  says  “delay  in  forwarding,  caused  by  the  die  break- 
ing on  the  first  trial,”  which  does  not  agree  with  Proskey’s  statement  that 
“the  die  held  intact”  after  the  500  white  metal  pieces  and  the  500  silver 
coins  had  been  struck.  The  circular  says,  “up  to  the  10th  inst.  we  have 
received  orders  for  567  pieces  — the  odd  67  subscribers  can  only  be 
supplied  by  duplicates  from  patrons  who  ordered  two  copies,”  and  then 
the  circular  offers  a premium  of  50  cents  above  the  paid  price  of  $2  “to 
anyone  who  will  kindly  return  us  one.”  Mr.  Proskey  writes  this  was  not 
true.  He  says  the  white  metal  pieces  were  all  sold  at  50  cents  each.  But 
“it  is  doubtful  if  over  250  silver  re-strikes  were  sold  at  that  time,  as  Scott 
had  a plentiful  supply  for  over  30  years  thereafter  to  my  personal  knowl- 
edge. He  gradually  raised  the  price  to  $15.” 

Anyway,  the  team  of  Scott  and  Proskey  did  an  expert  coining  job  — 
and  today  their  handiwork  enlivens  the  lives  of  some  500  collectors  who 
possess  this  rather  valuable  and  most  interesting  relic.  Today  these 
re-strikes  sell  up  to  $75.  During  the  years  from  1918  to  1930  the  writer 
bought  all  specimens  offered  at  $15  and  under.  Soon  he  had  half  a hun- 
dred, and  no  two  were  alike.  Then,  two  years  ago,  he  ran  across  one 
which  motivated  this  article  — a re-strike  on  a double-struck  coin.  Now 
the  writer  thinks  he  has  “seen  everything”  in  the  way  of  Confederate 
half  dollars  of  the  Scott  re-strike.  Yes,  he  has  held  the  one  proof  original 
in  his  own  finger  tips,  with  the  proper  numismatic  grip ! 
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OUR  ROMAN-AMERICAN  COINAGE

A display  of  ancient  Roman  coins  beside  one  of  modern  United  States 
coins  would  not,  perhaps,  show  much  resemblance  to  each  other.  But 
nevertheless  the  resemblance  is  there.  As  it  should  be.  For  the  coins  of 
Rome  were  the  ancestors  of  ours;  there  is  an  unbroken  line  of  descent, 
and  the  “family  resemblance”  exists  in  the  coins  themselves.  In  general, 
our  present  coinage  descended  from  that  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain.  But 
both  of  these  coinages  descended  from  Rome  too.  When  Rome  fell  in  476, 
the  use  of  her  coins  had  become  so  widespread  and  the  world  was  so  ac- 
customed to  them,  that  the  ancients  felt  no  other  coins  were  valid.  There- 
fore the  barbarian  conquerors  and  rulers  of  Italy  and  the  former  Roman 
provinces  were  reluctant  to  make  radical  changes  in  the  coinage;  they 
continued  striking  coins  of  Roman  types  in  order  that  they  be  acceptable 
to  their  subjects.  It  was  only  over  a long  period  of  years  that  these  types 
evolved  into  something  else.  In  line  with  the  policy  of  these  barbarian 
chiefs,  we  find  early  Anglo-Saxon  coins  of  Britain  which  are  imitations 
of  late  Roman  Imperial  issues. 

During  later  Saxon  and  Norman  times  the  Roman  infiuence  is  not  so 
marked,  but  it  is  there  just  the  same.  And  in  later  English  issues  it  begins 
to  show  up  even  stronger.  For  example,  the  common  figure  of  Britannia 
is  a regular  Roman  reverse  type;  it  was  shown  on  early  Imperial  coins 
usually  in  reference  to  Roman  victories  in  Britain.  The  familiar  St. 
George  too  was  a Roman,  although  not  honored  on  Roman  coins.  And  the 
Latin  inscriptions,  of  course,  come  directly  from  Rome;  they  still  are  on 
British  coins  — and  to  a certain  extent  on  ours  too. 

When  our  coinage  broke  with  the  British  after  the  Revolutionary 
War,  the  Spanish  standard  was  adopted.  But  Spanish  coinage  also  is  de- 
scended from  Rome.  So  whether  we  consider  our  coins  as  derived  from 
those  of  Great  Britian  or  Spain,  Rome  is  still  their  very  great  grandfather. 

So  it  is  not  surprising  that  our  coins  show  many  ancestral  traits. 
Some  of  our  early  cents  and  half  cents  and  all  of  the  seater  Liberty 
silver  show  the  liberty  cap  on  a pole.  The  same  cap  is  shown  on  Liberty’s 
head  on  early  gold.  This  liberty  cap  is  an  unchanged  Roman  emblem ; it 
is  the  “pileus,”  the  cap  which  placed  on  the  head  of  a freed  slave  to  in- 
dicate his  freedom.  Thus  it  is  an  appropriate  symbol  of  liberty. 

A common  reverse  of  our  silver  and  gold  is  the  eagle.  But  this  was 
a common  Roman  reverse  too.  The  same  is  true  of  the  wreath  reverse ; 
Roman  coins  had  wreath  reverses  too.  Even  the  stars  are  not  new  to  us ; 
Roman  coins  had  stars  - usually  in  groups  of  seven. 

Disregarding  the  liberty  cap,  the  seated  Liberty  on  our  older  silver 
is  a common  Roman  design.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  Romans  to  repre- 
sent provinces  by  similar  figures. 

The  Goddess  of  Liberty,  whether  in  full  length  or  as  a bust,  is  not 
original  either.  As  the  Roman  Libertas  she  is  a common  type  both  ways. 

Roman  infiuence  is  perhaps  shown  the  strongest  in  our  Mercury 
dime.  This  coin  is  almost  all  Roman.  The  obverse  design,  the  head  with 
winged  helmet,  is  the  same  design  that  the  Romans  used  on  their  sihei 
denarius  - about  the  size  of  a dime  - for  centuries.  Our  dime  is  inscribed 
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LIBERTY  and  shows  that  goddess;  the  Roman  denarius  of  the  same 
design  represented  Roma,  the  City  Goddess  of  Rome,  the  personifica- 
tion of  Rome  itself.  So  the  girl  with  the  winged  helmet  appeared  on  coins 
two  thousand  years  before  the  first  American  coinage. 

The  reverse  of  this  dime  too,  is  Roman.  The  central  design  of  the 
fasces  or  lictor’s  rods  is  an  ancient  Roman  emblem  of  authority.  Lictors 
were  special  officers  whose  duties  were  to  guard  the  consuls,  the  adminis- 
trative heads,  and  other  public  officials.  Their  badge  of  authority  con- 
sisted of  a bundle  of  rods  and  an  ax,  indicating  their  right  to  either  flog 
an  offender  or  decapitate  him.  Fasces  are  shown  on  a number  of  Roman 
coins. 

The  laurels  on  the  dime’s  reverse  are  Roman.  A wreath  of  laurel  was 
used  to  crown  a victorious  general ; dispatches  containing  news  of  impor- 
tant victories  were  decorated  with  laurels;  and  laurel  was  the  regular 
headdress  of  the  emperors.  As  a special  honor  to  Augustus,  the  state 
planted  laurels  on  either  side  of  the  door  of  his  home.  From  such  use  of 
laurels,  the  word  has  passed  into  our  own  times  as  a symbol  of  accom- 
plishment or  victory  — and  in  this  sense,  the  laurel  appears  on  our  dimes. 
But  the  Romans  put  laurels  on  their  coins  first.  The  motto  E PLURIBUS 
UNUM  is  pure  Roman.  Even  the  mintmarks  are  not  original  with  us ; 
the  Romans  used  them  too. 

Coin  portraits  in  profile  such  as  appear  on  our  coins  and  almost  all 
other  modern  coins  might  also  be  claimed  as  Roman  — although  actually 
the  Greeks  were  first  with  these.  And  as  this  is  the  only  practical  way  in 
which  portraits  can  be  shown  without  early  mutilation  due  to  wear,  this 
might  be  called  merely  a natural  development  common  to  many  coinages. 
But  the  Romans  brought  coin  portraiture  in  profile  to  its  highest  point  of 
perfection,  and  our  coins  carry  on  the  Roman  tradition. 

The  headdress  of  Liberty  on  our  coins  — the  diadem  and  laurel 
wreath  — are  Roman.  So  is  the  radiate  headdress  on  the  peace  dollar ; 
Roman  emperors  for  centuries  were  shown  with  radiate  crowns  on  certain 
denominations,  and  previously  in  the  Republic  gods  sometimes  were 
shown  so  crowned. 

Even  the  cluster  of  arrows  in  the  eagle’s  talons  was  Roman  before  it 
was  American.  Some  of  our  coins  show  an  eagle  with  a scroll  in  its  beak ; 
this  was  a very  common  reverse  on  Roman  coins  struck  for  use  in  Egypt. 

Another  style  of  detail  on  our  and  other  modern  coins  came  from 
Rome;  the  arrangement  of  the  lettering  to  follow  a curve  parallel  with 
and  close  to  the  edge  of  the  coin.  On  pre-Roman  coins  such  as  those  of 
the  Greeks  and  on  the  earliest  Roman  coins,  this  is  not  the  case.  The 
earliest  system  of  lettering  was  to  place  the  inscription  in  a straight  line 
— or  in  two  or  more  parallel  lines  — anywhere  convenient  in  the  field. 
Such  inscriptions  are  found  above,  below,  or  at  the  sides  of  the  main 
design  (sometimes  in  all  three  positions)  but  with  no  attempt  to  follow 
the  edge  curvature.  At  times  the  inscription  makes  a turn  or  “jog”  to 
miss  part  of  the  design,  but  without  any  systematic  attempt  to  circle 
around  it.  However,  in  the  first  century  B.C.  the  Roman  engravers  began 
running  the  inscriptions  in  arcs  or  circles  close  to  the  edges,  thus  leaving 
most  of  the  central  space  clear  for  the  design.  In  Imperial  times  this 
style  became  universal,  and  the  rest  of  the  world  — including  the  United 
States  — has  followed  that  arrangement  ever  since. 
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Much  of  the  language  of  our  coins  is  from  Latin  — again  from  Rome. 
And  not  only  the  familiar  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  and  other  Latin  legends 
such  as  that  on  our  paper  money.  For  if  we  were  to  drop  all  words  of 
Latin  origin,  we  would  be  without  “cent,”  “dime,”  “quarter”  and  “Lib- 
erty.” Nor  would  we  have  the  III  of  the  three  cent  pieces,  the  V of  the 
older  nickels,  nor  the  MCMVII  of  the  1907  twenty  dollar  gold  pieces. 
Even  the  word  “America”  would  be  missing. 

The  idea  of  commemorative  coins  is  not  new;  the  Romans  struck 
very  many  commemorative  coins.  In  fact,  it  might  be  said  that  most  of 
the  Roman  coins  were  commemorative  in  some  way. 

After  showing  that  so  many  American  coin  designs  and  ideas  came 
from  Rome,  perhaps  we  should  end  by  mentioning  a couple  that  did  not. 
The  bison  on  the  reverse  of  the  Indian  nickel  is  strictly  American;  the 
Romans  showed  many  different  animals  on  their  coins,  but  they  had  no 
bison.  Too,  the  Indian  on  the  nickel,  cent  and  gold  is  unknown  on  Roman 
coinage  — although  there  exists  a Roman  coin  struck  in  Sardinia  with  the 
portrait  of  a mythical  hero,  Sardus,  wearing  a feather  headdress.  He 
looks  like  an  Indian. 

If  there  had  never  been  a Rome  — or  if  Rome  had  been  wiped  out  as 
completely  as  some  other  ancient  civilizations  — what  would  our  coins 
look  like  now? 


PROGRAM  OF  THE  BOSTON  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY’S 
90th  ANNIVERSARY  CELEBRATION,  APRIL  15,  1950 

On  April  15th  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  will  observe  its  90th  Anni- 
versary by  a celebration  commemorating  90  years  of  active  participation  in  the 
science  of  numismatics.  Organized  in  Boston  with  a Massachusetts  charter  in 
1860  by  a few  interested  in  the  collecting  and  study  of  coins,  medals  and  other 
forms  of  money,  the  society  has  since  grown  to  a membership  of  about  125 
active  members.  Meetings  are  held  each  month  at  the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel  on 
the  third  Monday  for  the  discussion,  exhibition  and  advancement  of  the  hobby. 
At  these  meetings  members  give  talks  with  the  aid  of  specimens  and  slides, 
followed  by  discussions. 

To  commemorate  this  90th  Anniversary,  our  society  has  arranged  through 
Chairman  Giuseppe  deLellis  an  interesting  and  educational  program.  The  pro- 
gram will  consist  of  displays  of  numismatic  items  in  local  stores,  banks,  his- 
torical societies  and  museums.  Members  of  our  society  will  give  informative 
talks  on  the  subject  to  pupils  of  local  high  schools  and  boy  and  girl  scouts  in 
metropolitan  Boston. 

President  James  F.  Clapp,  Jr.,  has  arranged  for  a forum  at  Lamont 
Library  at  2 p.m.,  subject  — Portraiture  on  Classical  Coins,  and  the  speakers 
will  be  Profs.  Work  and  Mabbott,  and  Messrs.  Dewing,  Cans,  Vermeule,  Bauer, 
Jones  and  Lowenstam. 

A medal  designed  by  Pres.  Clapp  will  be  struck  in  bronze  and  silver.  This 
medal  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Shepard  Pond  who  was  a life  mem^r 
and  had  served  the  society  in  all  officerships  other  than  Vice  President.  He 
was  an  undisputed  authority  on  Napoleonics  and  the  French  Revolutionary 

period. 

Following  an  auction  to  be  held  in  the  Charter  Room  of  New  England 
Mutual  Hall,  there  will  be  a banquet  with  Col.  Joseph  Moss,  Vice-President  oi 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  as  guest  speaker.

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THE  JOYS  OF  RE-COLLECTING

Pages  upon  pages  have  been  written  on  the  pleasure  of  collecting 
coins,  stamps,  and  other  types  of  material  incumbrances.  The  subject 
cannot  be  taken  up  without  repeating  most  of  the  observations  of  many 
collectors  of  the  world’s  treasures.  However,  few,  if  any,  have  com- 
mented on  the  delights  of  re-collecting  what  one  has  collected  in  the 
past  and  which  was  lost. 

Perhaps,  those  whose  vocation  in  life  is  to  restore  stray  lambs  to  the 
fold  experience  a more  keen  enjoyment  in  this  task  than  they  do  in 
the  addition  of  a new  lamb  to  the  herd.  This  may  also  obtain  in  the  case 
of  the  re-collector  of  lost  treasures. 

First,  there  is  the  enjoyment  of  recording  in  a list  what  has  been 
lost  and  in  remembering  our  former  joy  when  we  were  able  to  add  those 
new  acquisitions  to  our  cabinets.  We  must  not  forget  also  the  interest 
that  is  born  when  we  plan  for  a new  cabinet  to  take  the  place  of  the 
ashes  of  the  old  one. 

With  added  age  and  experience,  we  are  able  to  avoid  the  pitfalls 
that  lie  in  the  path  of  the  uninitiated  and  the  inexperienced  and  we 
thereby  avoid  the  discomforts  of  realizing  every  once  in  a while  that 
we  have  been  mercilessly  “gypped.”  We  are  also  better  able  to  avoid  the 
twinges  of  our  conscience  when  consciously  or  unconsciously  we  are  the 
“gypper”  instead  of  the  “gyppee.” 

We  decide  that  we  want  to  rehabilitate  our  collection  of  Dos  Mundos 
or  our  collection  of  Commemorative  Halves.  We  purchase  at  least  a 
couple  of  albums  in  which  to  begin  to  house  them  and  there  is  pleasure 
when  we  receive  the  empty  tomes,  immaculate  and  new,  with  each  open- 
ing waiting  for  the  time  when  it  will  not  be  merely  a hole  in  layers  of 
carton.  As  other  of  our  former  possessions  are  also  ashes  we  find 
greater  contentment  in  economizing  the  wherewithal  to  make  our  first 
re-acquisition.  When  it  arrives,  it  comes  not  as  a stranger  but  as  an  old 
friend  — a strayed  lamb  back  again  to  its  old  pasture. 

Then  comes  a bargain  — a 1744  Dos  Mundos  which  was  so  elusive 
when  we  were  making  the  old  collection  and  which  “mirabile  dictu”  has 
come  to  us  again  in  a soft-toned  mint  condition  so  superior  to  our  former 
specimen.  The  celluloid  cover  pushes  itself  over  an  old  friend  that  is 
with  us  again.  Thus  begins  the  pleasant  game  of  beginning  again. 

I oftentimes  pity  those  who  do  not  know  how  to  play,  who  are 
deprived  of  the  keen  enjoyment  of  wanting  things  because  their 
financial  condition  is  such  that  there  is  nothing  that  they  want  that  is 
not  immediately  obtainable ; who  can  purchase  by  the  dozens  when 
others  have  to  precede  their  acquisition  of  even  one  specimen  with 
months  of  happy  hope  and  expectation. 

I once  had  a friend  who  was  a prince  of  a fellow.  He  had  worked 
hard  and  diligently  from  early  childhood.  In  fact,  he  had  worked  so 
hard  that  I sometimes  believed  that  he  had  never  really  learned  how  to 
play.  I interested  him  in  coins  and  believe  that  he  really  enjoyed  this 
new  pastime.  I also  had  a collection  of  Chinese  snuff  bottles  — of  jade, 
ivory  and  multi-colored  quartz  and  agate,  accumulated  one  by  one  dur- 
ing many,  many  years.  Although  he  was  color-blind,  they  attracted  my 
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friend  and  he  decided  to  acquire  a collection  of  his  own.  He  would  come 
to  the  apartment  and  we  would  go  to  the  Chinese  curio  stores.  The  pro- 
prietor would  place  on  the  counter  ten  or  fifteen  exquisite  specimens. 
He  would  ask  me:  “What  was  the  color  of  this  one  or  that  one.”  Then 
he  would  take  out  his  checkbook,  buy  the  whole  lot  with  the  exception 
of  one  which  I insisted  on  buying  for  myself  and  which  was  all  that 
I could  afford  to  buy.  “Chacun  ason  gout”—  everyone  to  his  own  liking, 
but  I always  felt  that  I was  getting  more  enjoyment  from  my  one 
specimen  than  he  was  getting  from  the  fifteen  that  he  was  taking  home. 
I began  my  new  collection  of  snuff  bottles  with  the  remains  of  an 
exquisite  red  agate  one  that  the  flames  had  converted  to  a beautiful 
carerra  white.  I do  not  expect  to  rehabilitate  that  collection  but  I still 
enjoy  adding  one  to  the  single  survival  — now  and  then  — when  I see  one 
that  pleases  my  sense  of  financial  and  artistic  values. 

It  would  be  the  same  in  the  case  of  coins.  I would  not  accept  a 
complete  collection  even  as  a gift  because  a great  part  of  the  joy  of 
collecting  is  embodied  in  a pleasurable  period  of  keen  anticipation  of 
periodical  additions  to  what  one  would  like  to  build.  An  album  filled  up 
spends  most  of  its  time  in  my  cabinet  but  an  album  in  which  a collec- 
tion is  in  the  process  of  re-collection  sees  the  light  of  day  more  frequently 
and  gives  greater  joy  and  happiness  than  one  that  has  already  “arrived.” 

One  day  at  a Chinese  silversmith,  I found  my  Manila  1828  which 
I had  purchased  in  New  York  at  a very  high  price  because  it  was  the 
only  one  that  I had  ever  seen  in  mint  condition  and  which  was  struck 
when  the  countermarking  die  was  still  new.  It  was  a real  rarity.  I 
purchased  it  again  and  at  the  ridiculously  low  price  of  metal  silver  but 
alas  and  alack,  it  was  but  the  shadow  of  its  former  self.  The  fiery 
furnace  through  which  it  had  passed  had  left  it  in  a condition  which 
could  hardly  be  classified  as  very  good.  However,  fellow  collectors  may 
imagine,  first,  the  sorrow  at  seeing  an  old  friend  so  mutilated  by  the 
ravages  of  war  and  then  the  exquisite  joy  of  bringing  it  back  to  its  old 
home.  Scarred  and  burned,  it  was  still  my  old  friend  and  I can  enjoy  it 
again.  Perhaps  with  not  as  much  pride  but  with  considerably  more  love 
and  affection. 

But  . . . matter  of  fact  realists  will  say:  “There  is  no  soul  or  feeling 
in  a hammered  disk  of  flame-scarred  silver.  Like  old  humans  and  old 
shoes,  it  is  only  fit  for  the  ashes  of  the  dumping-ground  furnace.” 


ANCIENT  JEWISH  COINS  ON  NEW  ISRAEL  STAMPS

Israel’s  first  set  of  stamps  and  also  the  first  permanent  set  issued 
just  now  does  not  show  Palestinian  landscapes,  portraits  of  Zionist 
leaders  or  pictures  of  the  Jewish  settlements,  but  a series  of  ancient 
Jewish  coins.  There  was  good  reason  for  this  choice  of  design,  however, 
for  the  stamps  constitute  a direct  link  between  the  new  State  of  Israel 
and  the  Jewish  State  of  2,000  years  ago.  It  was  the  privilege  of  a sov- 
ereign state  of  that  time  to  mint  its  own  coins,  just  as  it  is  its  privilege 
today  to  issue  its  own  stamps.  There  is  certainly  no  better  way  of  sym- 
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bolizing  the  connection  between  the  ancient  Jewish  State  and  the  renewed 
State  of  Israel  than  to  have  the  ancient  coins  of  that  period  on  the  first 
set  of  the  postage  stamps  of  the  State  of  Israel. 

The  coins  used  date  from  the  two  Jewish  wars  of  liberation  against 
the  Roman  Empire  in  67-70  A.C.,  and  132-135  A.C.  They  have  a dis- 
tinctively Jewish  character,  both  as  regards  symbols,  inscriptions  and 
general  style,  in  which  they  differ  from  all  other  antique  coins.  They 
show  either  ritual  symbols  or  Palestinian  fruits  and  plants  in  a rich 
variety  of  designs.  This  variety  shows,  that  although  it  was  a time  of 
war  and  danger,  it  was  nevertheless  a period  abounding  in  creative  ideas. 
The  lettering  is  in  the  ancient  Hebrew  script,  which  had  actually  then 
been  superceded  long  ago  by  the  “square”  lettering  used  to  this  day. 

The  best  known  of  these  coins  is  the  ancient  silver  shekel  dating  back 
to  the  First  War  of  the  Jews  (67-70  A.C.).

It  has  been  used  on  the  stamps  for  250,  500  and  1,000  Prutoth.  One 
side  shows  the  ritual  cup  used  in  the  Temple,  which  is  included  among 
the  sacred  vessels  reproduced  on  the  Arch  of  Titus  in  Rome.  Above  the 
cup  there  is  the  lettering  “first”  to  “Fifth  Year”  and  “Shekel  Israel,” 
“Shekel  of  Israel.”  The  reverse  shows  a branch  with  three  pomegranates 
in  their  development  from  fiower  to  fruit 'and  the  inscription  “Yeru- 
shalayim  Hakedosha”  — “Holy  Jerusalem.”

The  stamps  for  50  and  15  Prutoth  bear  reproductions  of  coins  minted 
during  the  Second  War  (132-135  A.C.).  Both  have  the  same  inscription: 
‘shana  achath  le-geulath  Israel”  — “Year  one  of  the  Redemption  of 
Israel.”  One  of  them  has  a bunch  of  grapes  on  one  side  and  a seven- 
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fronded  palm  tree  on  the  other,  not  shown  on  the  stamps,  with  the  in- 
scription, “Elasar  Hacohen”  - “Elasar  the  Priest.”  That  on  the  50 
Prutoth  stamp,  a so-called  Tetradrachme,  is  a large  silver  coin,  which 
also  shows  a lulav  and  an  ethrog,  and  on  the  reverse,  not  reproduced  on 
the  stamps,  the  front  of  a temple  or  synagogue,  with  a star  over  an 
architrave  borne  by  four  pillars,  with  the  Ark  visible  within  the  syna- 
gogue and  two  scrolls  of  the  Law  lying  — not  standing  — inside  it.  The 
inscription  is  merely  “Shimon”  which  is  now  generally  assumed  to  have 
been  the  first  name  of  Bar  Cochba,  the  leader  of  the  war.  From  the  same 
time  dates  the  beautiful  amphora  shown  on  the  stamp  of  30  Prutoth.  It 
was  taken  from  the  large  and  extremely  rare  bronze  coin  bearing  the 
inscription  “Shnath  Shtajim  le  Cheruth  Israel”  - “Second  Year  of  the 
Freedom  of  Israel.”  The  reverse  of  the  coin,  not  reproduced  on  the  stamp, 
bears  within  a wreath  of  leaves  one  single  word  “Jerushalajim”  — 
“Jerusalem.”

The  stamps  valued  at  5 and  10  Prutoth  bear  reproductions  of  bronze 
coins  of  the  second  year  of  the  first  Jewish  war.  (67  A.C.).  On  the  5 
Prutoth  stamp,  one  side  shows  a vineleaf  with  the  inscription  “Cheruth 
Zion”  — “Freedom  of  Zion,”  while  the  reverse,  used  for  the  10  Prutoth 
stamp,  has  a slender  amphora  with  handles  and  a decorated  lid,  pre- 
sumably of  ritual  significance.  The  inscription  is  merely  “Shnath 
Shalosh”  — “Year  Three.”

The  bronze  half-shekel  used  for  the  three-Prutoth  stamp  is  of  special 
interest.  Its  device  is  a palm  tree  with  seven  branches  with  two  bunches 
of  fruit  and  a richly  decorated  basket  filled  with  fruits  on  either  side  of 
the  stem;  the  inscription  “legeulath  Zion”  — “For  the  Redemption  o 
Zion.”  The  reverse  of  the  coin,  which  is  not  shown  on  the  stamps,  bears  a 
lulav  and  two  ethrogim  with  the  inscription  “shnath  arba”  — “chatzi 
(hashekel)  — 
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For  the  Redemption  of  Zion 

Year  Four”  and  “half”  (shekel).  These  baskets  doubtless  represent 
those  presented  to  the  Temple  during  the  Feast  of  the  First  Fruits  (the 
“Bikkurim”)  as  is  written  in  the  Bible  (5  B.M.XXVI,2) : “That  thou  shalt 
take  of  the  first  of  all  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  which  thou  shalt  bring  of 
thy  land  that  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee  and  shalt  put  it  in  a basket, 
and  shalt  go  into  the  place  which  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose  to  place 
his  name  there.”  This  coin  was  minted  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  war, 
when  Jerusalem  was  already  besieged.  There  was  an  acute  shortage  of 
silver  in  the  city  - the  eye-witness  Flavius  Josephus  records  this  in  his 
“History  of  the  Jewish  War”  and  the  Jewish  authorities  were  obliged 
to  mint  the  half  and  quarter  shekel  coins  of  bronze  instead  of  silver, 
which  constituted  a special  war  or  emergency  currency,  as  we  know  it 
in  our  time. 

The  antiquity  and  peculiarly  appropriate  historical  associations  of 
these  coins  made  them  appear  suitable  as  the  motive  for  the  first  stamps 
of  the  State  of  Israel.  There  is  no  other  people  in  the  world  which  is  able 
to  use  coins  minted  by  its  ancestors  2000  years  ago  for  its  postage  stamps 
today.  There  is  no  connection  between  the  Italy  of  today  and  the  por- 
traits and  titles  of  the  Roman  emperors  on  the  antique  Roman  coins,  or 
between  modern  Greece  and  the  images  of  the  gods  and  heroes  on  the 
ancient  Greek  coins.  But  the  symbols  and  inscriptions  on  the  antique 
Jewish  coins  have  the  same  meaning  and  interest  for  the  new  State  of 
Israel  as  they  had  for  the  ancient  State  2000  years  ago:  “Shekel  of 
Israel,”  “Freedom  of  Zion,”  “For  the  Redemption  of  Israel,”  and  above 
all:  “Second  Year  of  the  Freedom  of  Israel  — Jerusalem”  — these  are 
conceptions  which  are  actively  alive  today. 

Editor’s  note:  It  may  interest  readers  to  learn  that  Mr.  Kaufmann 
participated  as  the  numismatic  expert  in  the  preparation  of  the  new 
stamps  of  Israel.  They  were  designed  by  O.  Wallish,  and  printed  in 
Tel-Aviv. 


Book  Reviews 

BRAUNSCHWEIGISCHES  JAHRBUCH.  (Brunswick  Annuary)-  Vol  30, 
1949.  George  Westermann,  Brunswick,  Germany.  This  volume  contains  Wil- 
helm Jesse’s  article,  The  Brakteates  of  Henry  the  Lion  of  Brunswick.  It  is 
illustrated  by  several  plates  and  is  more  for  the  medieval  specialist  than  the 
general  collector.  With  this  booklet,  Brunswick  is  again  heard  from  as  a 
center  of  numismatic  activity.  — H.W.H. 
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BERLIN  NUMISMATIC  JOURNAL  (Berliner  Numismatische  Zeitschrift), 
Vol.  I,  No.  2,  1949.  This  is  the  second  issue  of  the  revived  Berlin  periodical,  and 
a worthy  successor  to  the  initial  issue.  An  interesting  article  on  Roman  coun- 
terfeiters’ moulds  by  Professor  Behrens  starts  it  off.  This  very  detailed  investi- 
gation includes  drawings  of  the  methods  applied  by  third  Century  counter- 
feiters. This  reviewer  owns  a pair  of  the  rarely  preserved  clay  moulds  used, 
which  were  published  a few  years  ago  in  a now  defunct  numismatic  periodical. 
Other  subjects  in  this  number  include  Greek  and  medieval  coins  and  Dr.  Piesold 
of  Dresden  discusses  the  countermarks  of  the  Swedish  West  Indian  Colony  of 
St.  Bartholomew.  The  rest  of  the  number  contains  club  news  and  book  reviews 
as  well  as  dealers’  advertisements.  It  may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  Waldemar 
Wruck,  editor,  Warnemuenderstrasse  2,  Berlin-Schmargendorf.

THE  NEW  ZEALAND  NUMISMATIC  JOURNAL.  Vol.  5,  No.  3.  July-Octo- 
ber,  1949.  Known  primarily  to  its  members,  this  handsome  journal  deserves 
better  attention  from  U.  S.  collectors.  More  often  than  not  does  it  contain 
useful  articles  on  various  phases  of  British  Colonial  numismatics.  In  this  num- 
ber, the  Royal  Maundy  is  ably  discussed  by  R.  Sellars,  the  new  Zealand  crown 
is  described,  and  a particularly  vexing  problem  for  Oceania,  the  changeover  to 
decimal  coinage,  reported  on  by  James  Berry.  New  Zealand  tokens  and  cur- 
rency, and  any  new  varieties  discovered,  foreign  numismatic  activities,  and  a 
book  review  fill  out  the  journal.  “A  Dissertation  on  Numismatics”  by  one 
Eugene  Manischewitz,  of  New  York,  the  lead  article,  is  no  less  brief  than 
enlightening.  “Although  Numismatics  is  more  popular  as  a hobby,  and  is 
generally  referred  to  as  the  ‘King  of  Hobbies’  . . . nearly  every  subject  you 
can  think  of  is  represented  in  this  wonderful  subject.”  Could  it  be  that  New 
Zealanders  never  read  their  lead  articles?  — H.W.H.

MILWAUKEE 

YOUR  CONVENTION  CITY 

Milwaukee,  the  1950  convention  city  for  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  derives  its  name  from  an  old  Indian  word  “Millioke”  which 
meant  “good  lands”  — and  a “good  land”  it  has  proved  to  be,  both  for 
those  who  have  made  it  their  home,  and  for  those  who  come  here  for 
their  conventions. 

Although  the  city  is  little  more  than  one  hundred  years  old,  its 
location  at  the  confluence  of  three  rivers,  the  Milwaukee,  the  Menominee, 
and  the  Kinnickinnic,  was  known  to  many  early  explorers.  Over  a cen- 
tury before  the  English  colonies  along  the  east  coast  of  America  united 
to  form  a new  nation,  a French  missionary.  Father  Marquette,  beached 
his  canoe  amid  the  rushes  and  wild  rice  at  the  Milwaukee  River’s  mouth 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan.  Louis  Joliet,  La  Salle,  and  many  others 
followed  briefly  for  more  than  a century  before  Jacques  Vieau  and 
Solomon  Juneau,  Milwaukee’s  first  mayor,  established  a permanent  fur 
trading  post  here  about  1820.  The  early  city  was  divided  in  three  parts, 
Juneautown,  Kilbourntown,  and  Walker’s  Point,  each  named  after  its 
founder.  Each  of  the  three  areas  having  been  independently  planned, 
none  of  the  streets  approached  the  river  at  the  same  places,  and  today’s 
diagonal  bridges  and  haphazard  street  patterns  are  a memorial  to  the 
rivalry  which  preceded  the  incorporation  of  the  three  settlements  into 
city  wards  in  1846. 

Defeat  of  the  intellectual  liberals  in  Germany  in  1848  brought  to 
Milwaukee  an  influx  of  fine  citizens  of  Germanic  origin  who  soon  com- 
prised the  major  portion  of  the  population.  Not  only  by  sheer  weight  of 
numbers,  but  also  by  their  love  of  theater,  fine  music,  literature,  art, 
lectures,  and  habits  of  good  living,  they  gave  to  the  social  and  cultural 
life  of  the  growing  city  an  “Old  World”  character  which  has  never  been 
entirely  lost.  They  brought  their  turnvereins,  biergartens,  and  weins- 
tubes  to  the  “American  Munich”  as  the  city  came  to  be  called,  and  whole 
families  gathered  in  the  landscaped  groves,  some  of  which  accommo- 
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dated  many  thousands  of  people,  to  hear  concerts,  dance,  and  take  part 
in  gymnastics  and  debates.

Construction  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  Canal  in  1842  was 
the  first  great  impetus  to  Milwaukee’s  manufacturing  growth.  Machine 
shops,  flour  mills,  and  woodworking  shops  sprang  up  along  the  canal 
banks.  Harbour  improvements  begun  the  next  year  Anally  resulted  m 
the  half-mile  straight  cut  up  the  river  which  opened  the  way,  m 185 
for  lake  vessels  to  reach  the  business  section.  Now  the  harbour  is  open 
all  year  and  nine  lake  steamship  lines  call  at  Milwaukee  regularly  help- 
ing six  railways  to  connect  the  Wisconsin  metropolis  with  the  world. 

By  1873  the  young  city  had  become  the  world’s  greatest  primat\ 
wheat  market,  though  this  commerce  was  outranked  m the  SOs  b\ 
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brewing,  tanning,  and  meat  packing.  The  huge  Schlitz  and  Pabst  brew- 
eries,  two  of  the  world’s  largest,  were  founded  almost  a century  ago. 
Several  others  have  developed  since  to  add  to  Milwaukee’s  industrial 
strength.  Edward  Allis,  young  New  York  iron  molder,  in  1847  set  up 
his  Milwaukee  machine  shop  from  which  Allis-Chalmers  Corp.,  world’s 
largest  manufacturers  of  heavy  machinery,  has  grown.  Meat  packers 
also  prospered  in  Milwaukee,  even  earlier  than  the  brewers.  Plankinton, 
Cudahy,  and  Armour  were  all  Milwaukee  meat-packing  pioneers.  These 
are  only  a few  of  the  business  enterprises  that  have  grown  to  giant 
proportions  in  Milwaukee  during  the  last  century. 

Today  Milwaukee  is  rated  the  tenth  largest  industrial  city  in  the 
nation.  It  is  not  dependent  upon  any  single  industry  for  its  standing. 
Because  of  the  wide  diversification  of  products  manufactured  in  Milwau- 
kee, its  industrial  balance  is  maintained  through  abnormal  times  and 
seasonal  fiuctuations. 

Thus  Milwaukee  has  come  to  be,  as  Frederick  Collins  described  it  in 
Good  Housekeeping  Magazine,  “a  big  comfortable,  friendly  town,  which 
hides  its  prosperous  greatness  behind  a screen  of  unassuming  casualness, 
of  civic  piquancy,  of  charming  disarray.  There  is  no  more  agreeable 
place  in  which  to  work  or  play  than  in  this  picturesque  queer-named 
city  which  lies  beside  a curving  lake  shore  and  along  a winding  stream.” 


ENGLISH  “MEDAL”  AND  FRENCH  “MEDAILLE”

One  sees  frequently  an  apparent  misunderstanding  of  theze  two 
terms.  I find  upon  checking,  that  good  bilingual  dictionaries  deal  with 
the  French  medaille  confusingly.  In  the  old  days  medaille  could  always 
be  translated  by  the  term  medal.  That  meant  any  coin-like  object,  col- 
lected and  studied  for  values  (artistic,  historic,  or  merely  curious)  other 
than  intrinsic  value  as  a medium  of  exchange. 

In  English  it  is  still  the  custom  to  call  the  Coin  Department  of  the 
British  Museum  the  Medal  Room;  Cabinet  des  Medailles  is  the  term  for 
the  department  at  the  French  National  Library.  John  Donne  speaks  of 
his  medals,  where  he  obviously  means  Roman  coins.  But  for  many  a 
year,  speakers  of  English  have  come  to  use  the  word  medal  only  for  a 
coin-like  object  that  is  not  monetal,  and  never  was.  The  French  usage 
has  never  been  so  distinctive.  My  bilingual  dictionary  says  medaille  may 
mean  several  things,  such  as  a medallion  or  a porter’s  badge.  But  it 
quite  omits  the  most  usual  meaning  of  all,  which  is  really  just  “old  coin.” 
Mionnet  called  his  great  work.  Description  des  medailles  antiques.  In  his 
eighteen  volumes  devoted  to  Greek  coins,  he  probably  does  not  describe  a 
half  dozen  pieces  not  originally  of  monetal  purpose. 

Similar  confusion  exists  about  the  word  medallion  (French  medail- 
lon)  which  is  applied  to  a big  piece  of  the  categories  medal,  medaille. 
In  English  a like  distinction  has  grown  up,  but  is  less  complete.  We  still 
speak  of  the  huge  Greek  coins  issued  under  the  Roman  emperors  in 
Greek  communities  as  medallions,  and  even  call  decadrachms  of  Syra- 
cuse medallions.  But  nowadays  we  tend  to  apologize  for  the  use  of  what 
we  regard  as  a kind  of  makeshift  term  in  English.  In  French  no  such 
sharp  distinction  seems  felt  necessary. 
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FINANCES  OF  COLONIAL  NEW  JERSEY

Samuel,  John,  and  Daniel  Smith,  with  Rodman,  were  interested  in 
the  “Ostego  Tract”  comprising  100,000  acres  of  land,  situated  between 
the  Mohawk  and  Susquehanna  Rivers,  which  they  hoped  to  settle  and 
cultivate.  It  was  proposed  to  divide  the  land  into  parcels  of  1,000  acres 
each  and  allot  one  to  each  of  the  69  patentees.  An  annual  quit-rent  of 
2sh.6d.  per  100  acres  was  required.  In  order  for  the  patentees  to  retain 
title,  it  was  also  required  that  the  tract  be  settled  within  3 years  to  the 
extent  of  one  family  per  1,000  acres  and  the  cultivation  of  3 acres  in 
every  50.  In  1767  Samuel  Smith  was  a member  of  the  State  Council,  a 
position  he  retained  until  1775.  Earlier,  in  1750,  he  was  treasurer  of  the 
western  division  of  the  colony,  holding  that  office  intact  until  1775.  He 
was  also  appointed  on  a committee  of  correspondents,  which  in  a letter 
dated  September  10,  1764,  and  joined  by  Read  and  Jacob  Spicer,  directed 
Joseph  Sherwood,  who  in  1760  had  succeeded  Partridge  as  Provincial 
Agent  in  London,  to  point  out  to  the  authorities  there  how  the  policy 
of  the  mother  government  was  impeding  internal  developments  of  the 
colony,  and  showing  what  importance  the  lack  of  money  was  playing 
therein. 

Instructions  were  clearly  stated: 

“If  anything  comes  on  the  Stage  next  Session  of  Parliament  either  for 
repealing  the  Duties  laid  on  the  Trade  of  the  Northern  Colonies  and  pro- 
hibiting a paper  currency  at  last  Session,  or  for  adding  anything  new  by 
way  of  Tax  on  this  Colony,  the  Committee  of  Correspondence  directs  that 
you  will  humbly  and  Dutifully  Set  forth,  in  the  name  of  and  on  Behalf 
of  this  Colony  that  we  look  upon  all  Taxes  laid  upon  us  without  our  Con- 
sent as  a fundamental  infringement  of  the  Rights  and  Privileges  Secured 
to  us  as  English  Subjects;  and  by  charter.  And  that  our  paper  Currency 
hath  always  kept  its  value  and  being  prohibited  from  having  any  more 
but  upon  Terms  of  not  being  Legal  Tender,  let  the  Necessity  be  ever  so 
pressing  we  esteem  a very  great  provincial  hardship,  for  these  among 
other  Important  Reasons  that  it  will  not  only  cramp  us  in  our  Business 
with  one  another  and  the  English  Merchants,  but  Impede  the  Giowth  of 
the  Settlement  of  this  Province,  and  very  probably  greatly  obstruct  his 
Majesty’s  Service  upon  any  future  emergency.  You  are  Desired  to  enlarge 
and  make  the  necessary  proofs  as  Occasion  may  require. 

“The  more  active  and  Expensive  part  of  the  Opposition  we  expect  will  lie 
upon  the  other  Colonies  who  are  abundantly  more  Concerned  in  Trade, 
yet  it  is  necessary  so  far  to  cooperate  with  them  as  to  Show  the  Colonies 
are  Unanimously  of  one  Mind.’’ 

Already  the  cry  of  “Taxation  without  Representation”  was  heard, 
and  gentle  hints  of  things  to  come  should  the  colonists’  desires  be  too 
seriously  restricted  or  thwarted. 

Governor  William  Franklin  appointed  Read,  Samuel  and  John 
Smith,  as  custodians  of  the  royal  seals  in  1768,  in  order  that  public 
affairs  might  not  suffer  during  his  absence  from  the  colony,  during  a 
lengthy  trip  he  made.  In  December,  1775,  the  Assembly  named  Samuel 
Smith  among  others,  as  commissioners  to  treat  with  the  several  repi^- 
sentatives  of  the  Indian  tribes.  In  January  of  the  following  year  the 
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first  conference  was  held,  and  measures  adopted  by  the  Assembly  pro- 
hibited the  use  of  steel  traps  being  used  that  weighed  more  than  31/2 
pounds,  declaring  that  an  Indian  could  not  be  imprisoned  for  debt,  and 
placing  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of  liquor  to  them,  and  providing  for 
the  regulation  of  future  land  purchases.  John  Smith  pledged  £50  to  a 
drive  launched  by  Rev.  Brainerd  to  raise  £880  for  the  “Society  for  Pro-

rnotion  of  Christian  knowledge”  to  purchase  a site  for  an  Indian  reserva- 
tion. Samuel  and  Daniel  Smith  each  pledged  £20  toward  this  project. 

During  Franklin’s  term  as  governor,  doubts  were  cast  as  to  his 
authority  to  execute  the  office  of  Chancellor.  Considering  it  of  some 
importance,  Franklin  laid  the  matter  before  his  Council.  The  question 
may  well  have  been  a delicate  one,  since  it  involved  the  authority  of 
the  governor  at  a time  when  royal  prerogatives  were  being  challenged. 
The  committee  took  four  months  to  deliberate  and  the  decision  was 
divided;  three  held  that  the  governor  did  not  have  duly  authorized 
power  to  act  as  Chancellor,  while  Samuel  Smith  and  Stockton  dissented 
to  the  opinion  of  the  majority. 

Known  as  “the  benevolent  Quaker,”  Samuel  Smith  was  born  in 
1720,  and  died  in  1776.  After  engaging  in  his  father’s  mercantile  pur- 
suits in  Philadelphia  he  settled  in  Burlington.  Besides  his  home  on 
High  Street,  he  possessed  a fine  country  seat.  Hickory  Grove,  on  the  out- 
skirts of  Burlington,  and  a 300  acre  plantation  near  Moorestown.  He 
also  served  in  the  Provincial  Assembly  from  1746-66.  He  had  been 
well  educated  at  home,  and  took  an  early  interest  in  local  politics.  Proud 
made  valuable  use  of  his  many  notes  in  writing  his  “History  of  Penn- 
sylvania,” while  Smith  was  finishing  his  book  on  the  history  of  New 
Jersey.  James  Parker,  printer  of  notes  and  proprietor  of  New  Jersey’s 
first  print-shop,  wrote  to  Read,  “I  desire  my  Compliments  to  all  my 
Friends  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Samuel  Smith  with  Thanks  for  his 
Ingenious  Book,  whose  only  Fault  is  that  there  is  not  more  of  it.”  Parker 
was  referred  to  in  the  elder  Franklin’s  “Autobiography,”  and  at  the 
same  time  the  former  was  publishing  the  ‘'New  York  Gazette”  and 
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public  printer  for  the  province  of  New  Jersey,  Franklin  had  assisted 
in  equipping  his  shop  and  was  a silent  partner  in  Parker’s  printery. 

Daniel  Smith  was  born  in  1696,  died  in  1769,  was  a Burlington 
merchant,  and  lived  in  the  old  Smith  mansion  erected  by  his  father, 
Daniel,  in  1703.  His  nephew,  Daniel,  commonly  known  as  Daniel  Smith, 
Jr.,  was  a real  estate  lawyer,  and  served  as  surveyor-general  of  West 
New  Jersey  from  1756-74.  He  too,  for  a time,  occupied  the  old  Smith 
residence,  and  was  described  by  a contemporary  as  a “man  of  extensive 
reading,  gentle,  affectionate,  and  religious.” 

The  succeeding  issue  of  March  25,  1760,  and  dated  April  12,  was 
for  £45,000,  in  nine  denominations  from  Ish.  to  £6  notes.  The  issue  was 
signed  by  Nevill,  Hartshorne,  Smyth,  and  Daniel  Smith,  Jr.  The  issues 
from  1757-62  inclusive  were  all  of  the  same  general  appearance,  bearing 
type-set  lettering  in  red  and  woodcut  borders  in  black.

At  a session  of  the  Assembly  in  March,  1760,  a committee  drafted 
a letter  to  the  governor  requesting  a longer  term  of  maturity  for  the 
colony’s  bills  of  credit.  In  replying,  Governor  Bernard  revealed  that  he 
was  something  of  a realist  and  prophet.  He  stated,  in  part,  “There  has 
been  great  Plenty  of  Money  brought  into  the  Country;  and  in  Conse- 
quence of  it,  the  Produce  will  be  continually  sinking,  and  Money  will 
gradually  grow  scarce.  Therefore,  to  postpone  the  Payment  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Debt,  from  a Time  of  Plenty  to  a Time  of  Scarcity  (or  at  least 
less  Plenty),  will  be  removing  a light  Burthen  from  yourselves,  by  lay- 
ing an  heavy  One  on  Posterity.”  Such  has  certainly  been  the  case 
during  every  conflict  since  the  French  and  Indian  War,  and  has  affected 
a great  proportion  of  the  population  in  the  afflicted  areas. 

Although  the  all-important  issue  of  taxes,  appropriations,  currency 
issues,  and  military  operations  occupied  the  center  of  the  legislative 
stage  the  Assembly  had  to  consider  also  certain  measures  dealing  with 
public  improvements  and  other  domestic  problems.  True  to  Bernards 
predictions,  the  artificial  prosperity  created  by  the  French  and  Indian 
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War  was  reflected  in  the  later  stages  of  the  conflict  by  rising  prices 
of  farm  produce  and  other  commodities.  Although  the  colonial  issues 
of  paper  currency  resulted  in  various  degrees  of  inflation,  New  Jersey 
currency  compared  favorably  with  that  of  the  other  colonies.  In  1760, 
the  English  traveller,  Andrew  Burnaby,  wrote  his  impression  of  the 
situation  at  the  time  of  his  tour  through  the  colony,  “The  paper  cur- 
rency of  this  colony  is  about  seventy  percent  discount,  but  in  very  good 
repute;  and  preferred  by  the  Pennsylvanians  and  New  Yorkers,  even 
to  that  of  their  own  provinces.”  This  view  of  internal  and  conditions  in 
adjoining  colonies  may  or  may  not  be  an  exact  statement,  as  notes  of 
the  two  colonies  mentioned  were  also  in  fair  demand  at  the  time  he 
wrote  his  account,  and  notes  of  the  Jersey  colony  were  not  acceptable 
in  those  adjoining,  but  it  presents  the  general  popularity  of  the  New 
Jersey  bills  of  credit  as  he  saw  it. 

Public  opinion  was  not  very  enlightened  on  the  basic  principles  of 
money,  as  is  also  the  case  today  in  many  quarters.  The  vast  majority 
of  the  men  of  talent  and  statesmen  of  the  colonies  have  left  mute  testi- 
mony in  letters  and  documents  attesting  to  that  fact.  Even  Benjamin 
Franklin  held  to  the  belief  that  scarcity  of  money  made  the  interest  rates 
high,  and  prices  lower;  that  for  a stable  standard  of  exchange  labor 
was  preferable  to  silver;  and  that  all  lands  were  desirable  security  for 
bills  of  credit,  because  the  paper  could  never  fall  in  value  below  the 
value  of  those  lands.  Disproof  of  the  fallacies  that  existed  in  men’s 
minds  at  the  time  were  not  made  evident  until  the  prices  of  land  actually 
dropped,  and  prices  of  food  and  other  essential  commodities  rose  to 
ever-higher  levels  (also  due  in  large  measure  to  exports).  New  Jersey 
and  Pennsylvania  enjoyed  a period  of  prosperity  from  1740-65,  and 
everyone  desired  the  condition  to  continue,  and  they  based  such  success 
upon  the  constantly  increasing  amount  of  notes  in  circulation,  and  gave 
little  thought  to  the  situation  that  could  arise  should  land  values  dimin- 
ish greatly. 

The  demand  was  constant  for  more  and  more  bills,  and  under  an 
act  of  April  7,  1761,  the  Assembly  authorized  the  emission  of  £25,000 
more,  the  notes  dated  April  23,  and  struck  in  flve  denominations  ranging 
from  12sh.  to  £6,  and  to  be  signed  by  any  three  of  Nevill,  Smyth,  Rodman, 
Johnson,  and  Hollinshead. 


Issue  of  April  23,  1761 
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Thomas  Rodman  was  born  in  1716  and  died  in  1796.  He  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  West  Jersey  Board  of  Proprietors,  and  from  his  father,  John, 
he  inherited  the  home  on  High  Street,  Burlington,  and  200  acres  of  land 
within  the  city’s  boundaries,  including  a 5 acre  orchard.  An  advertise- 
ment of  the  times  refers  to  “the  smith’s  shop  of  Thomas  Rodman,  Esq.,” 
which  stood  at  the  corner  of  High  and  Broad  Streets.  He  held  several 
public  offices:  justice  of  the  peace,  sheriff,  judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  Burlington  County,  and  member  of  the  Assembly. 

On  March  10,  1762,  another  act  was  passed  for  further  enlarging 
the  swelling  tide  of  paper  money  in  the  amount  of  £30,000.  These  notes 
were  dated  April  8,  1762,  and  were  struck  in  four  denominations  from 
15sh.  to  £6.  No  new  names  appear  as  signers  of  this  issue,  and  this 
fact  of  the  same  persons  signing  several  successive  issues,  simplifies 
the  task  somewhat  of  discovering  information  about  the  men.  Penn- 
sylvania, by  contrast,  took  evident  delight  in  changing  the  list  of  signers 
with  each  issue,  authorizing  as  many  as  25  men  to  sign  one  single  issue. 
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Issue  of  April  8,  1762 


Notes  dated  December  31,  1763,  were  issued  under  an  act  of  Decem- 
ber 7,  in  the  amount  of  £20,000,  in  eight  denominations,  and  signed  by 
Richard  Smith,  Samuel  Smith,  and  Johnston.  The  year  1763  was  truly 
a momentous  one  in  the  annals  of  American,  English,  and  French  his- 
tory, for  the  Seven  Years’  War  was  at  an  end,  and  the  Treaty  of 
Paris  consummated.  With  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  Canada  as  the  most  valuable  prize  won  in  the  struggle,  the  Brit- 
ish government’s  general  attitude  toward  the  money  problems  in  the 
colonies  stiffened  noticeably  as  her  needs  for  assistance  from  her  depend- 
ents diminished  in  tempo.  Now  that  the  colonies  had  done  their  bit  for 
England  they  could  be  beaten  back  into  their  former  servility ! 

An  outstanding  native  of  New  Jersey,  Richard  Smith,  was  born  in 
Burlington,  March  22,  1735,  brother  to  John  and  Samuel.  He  was  care- 
fully educated  and  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  following  his  favorite 
pursuit,  literature.  Part  of  his  correspondence  with  Tobias  Smollett. 
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n6ted  English  author,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution,  reached  print 
in  the  “Atlantic  Monthly/’  magazine.  He  had  been  elected  to  the  First 
Continental  Congress  in  1774,  serving  until  1776,  when  he  resigned  due 
to  failing  health  and  probable  reluctance  to  take  further  active  part 
against  England.  While  on  a journey  through  the  southern  states  for 
his  health,  he  died  near  Natchez,  Mississippi.  He  built  the  mansion  at 
320  High  Street,  that  stood  for  many  years,  in  1720.  Governor  Belcher 
resided  with  Smith  there  for  some  time  during  his  tenure  in  office.  Smith 
wrote  to  his  son  in  1748,  “Our  house  has  past  a bill  to  prevent  all  Lottery 
Horse  Raceing  Gaiming  and  Cockfighting  for  Money  and  Makeing  all 
Wagers  and  Bargains  in  Gameing  Void  the  next  day  we  had  the  parsons 
concerned  in  the  Charter  for  a Coledge  applying  for  a lottery  which 
I think  will  not  be  granted  them  for  the  people  here  do  not  approve 
their  Scheem  but  think  (as  I told  the  Govr.)  that  theres  to  many  of  the 
presbaterian  Clargey  Concerned  Indeed  all  their  Trustees  Except  Andw. 
Johnston  and  Jon.  Kinsey  are  such  the  one  Designed  to  Decoy  the  Church. 
And  the  other  the  Quakers  to  send  their  Children  to  be  Educated  prispe- 
tearians  So  that  in  time  Theyl  have  the  rule  and  governing  the  province.” 
But  in  spite  of  such  outspoken  Quaker  opposition,  Belcher  secured 
endorsement  for  the  college  and  Smith  was  appointed  with  Chas.  Read  in 
1749  “to  take  in  Subscriptions,  and  receive  the  Monies  of  all  such  public 
spirited  Persons  as  shall  be  willing  to  promote  this  worthy  a publik 
Design.”  Someone  must  have  converted  Smith  to  the  project  since 
the  previous  September  when  he  wrote  to  his  son,  John. 

The  ensuing  issue,  enacted  February  23,  1764,  was  dated  April  16, 
and  the  £25,000  struck  was  in  denominations  ranging  from  Ish  to 
£6,  but  no  particulars  of  the  act  are  known,  nor  the  list  of  authorized 
signers.  This  was  to  be  the  final  emission  granted  the  Jersey  colonists 
for  12  years.  Actual  signers  of  the  issue  are  known  to  be  Samuel  Smith, 
Johnston,  and  Hendrick  Fisher.  Restriction  of  new  issues  of  paper 
by  the  Crown  was  becoming  more  and  more  strongly  voiced  and  the 
British  taxpayers  were  loud  in  their  refusal  against  support  of  the  heavy 
colonial  military  system  and  the  increasing  signs  in  America  of  the 
infiationary  trend  was  quite  evident  to  the  English  traders  and  financiers. 


Issue  of  April  16,  1764 
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New  Jersey  was  not  a wealthy  colony  compared  to  some  of  the 
more  fortunately  situated  ones  for  trade  and  commerce,  and  the  people 
there,  as  everywhere,  at  every  time  in  history,  were  averse  to  paying 
taxes.  On  the  surface,  the  problem  of  taxation  may  appear  to  be  quite 
a simple  one,  and  yet  it  has  generally  been  difficult  to  handle  with  justi- 
fication and  real  statesmanship,  due  to  the  many  complexities.  When 
the  legislature,  even  under  the  executive  leadership,  have  exhausted 
the  usual  more  or  less  painful  methods  of  taxing  for  revenue,  such  as 
indirect  taxes,  they  usually  turn  to  the  old  and  destructive  methods  of 
securing  the  necessary  funds  by  devaluing  the  currency  standards,  or 
“clipping  the  coins,”  which  amounts  to  the  same  thing,  and  the  issue 
of  promissory,  or  fiat  money.  The  Roman  people  under  Nero  suffered 
from  such  devaluation  of  the  currency  when  their  Emperor,  needing 
constantly  more  money,  substituted  more  of  a cheaper  alloy  to  the 
denarii,  causing  them  to  be  worth  less. 

It  must  be  admitted  in  all  justification  to  the  early  residents  of 
New  Jersey  that  they  were  in  general  very  careful  and  conservative,  by 
comparison,  in  the  amounts  of  paper  issued  and  the  terms  of  redemp- 
tion upon  which  the  money  was  based.  For  this  reason,  she  was  fortu- 
nate in  escaping  the  very  worst  of  the  results  of  the  current  inflationary 
period  and  the  extreme  social  demoralization  that  must  follow  from 
such  an  unbridled  practice.  The  credit  and  financial  solvency  of  the 
colony  were  generally  preserved  without  serious  impairment  or  the 
possibility  of  recovery.  But  the  result  was  as  inevitable  there  as  in 
those  colonies  which  had  been  less  cautious  of  their  security  , and  the 
written  promises  to  pay,  promises  so  readily  given  but  just  as  readily 
ignored  upon  the  slightest  provocation  of  the  several  groups  of  legisla- 
tors in  their  unsuccessful  attempts  to  raise  more  funds  and  make  their 
paper  acceptable  to  the  public. 

Excellent  wheat  lands  in  Sussex  County  attracted  many  settlers 
there,  and  it  was  not  long  before  there  was  overproduction  of  the  grain 
which  assisted  greatly  to  financial  chaos:  prices  fell  sharply  and  there 
developed,  in  the  northern  counties  at  least,  acute  agrarian  distress. 
Between  the  years  1765-70,  desperate  conditions  prevailed.  Neither  was 
there  any  new  issue  of  paper  money  permitted.  A severe  monetary 
stringency  made  it  impossible  for  the  hard-pressed  farmers  to  meet  their 
obligations,  when  (they  thought)  a moderate  amount  of  credit  might 
have  tided  them  over  their  difficulties.  Repeated  local  crop  failures 
finally  added  to  their  troubles,  and  a relatively  high  taxation  level  hin- 
dered recovery.  This  last  burden  was  a consequence  of  the  generous 
assistance  furnished  by  New  Jersey  during  the  prosecution  of  the  French 
and  Indian  war  — an  assistance  which  Governor  readily  and  honestly 
admitted,  but  which  did  not  evoke  any  special  degree  of  tenderness  at 
Westminster  in  the  succeeding  years  when  the  needs  of  the  Province 
were  under  consideration  and  it  really  needed  aid. 

The  stagnation  of  economic  life  was  due  in  large  measure  to  recent 
changes  in  the  British  mercantile  system.  The  new  restrictions  placed 
upon  the  trade  and  manufacturing  interests  in  England  favored  the 
planters  of  the  British  sugar  islands  at  the  expense  of  the  continental 
provinces,  and  resentment  was  keen.  England  was  doing  her  utmost  to 
keep  America  from  rising  above  her  agrarian  beginnings.  The  absence 
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of  foreign  capital  to  expand  infant  industries  into  a self-supporting 
group  kept  the  colonies  bound  hand  and  foot  to  an  unsympathetic  mother. 

One  of  the  most  active  loyalists  in  New  Jersey,  wrote  in  1765: 
“Everything  here  is  in  the  greatest  confusion,  and  the  first  of  November 
is  dreaded.  The  laws  of  trade  had  ruined  merchants,  and  drained  the 
colonies  of  their  silver.  Little  was  left  after  paying  the  duties,  to  pay 
their  debts  in  England.  Discontent  was  painted  in  every  man’s  face,  and 
the  distress  of  the  people  very  great,  from  an  amazing  scarcity  of  money, 
occassioned  by  the  sudden  stagnation  of  trade.  At  this  time  the  Stamp 
Law  and  the  Mutiny  Bill  found  their  way  through  Parliament.”  It  is 
difficult  to  conceive  that  the  bills  mentioned  found  their  way  through 
Parliament;  rather,  it  would  appear  they  were  pushed! 

Even  more  unpopular  among  Jerseymen  than  the  abuses  of  the 
mercantile  system  was  the  policy  of  the  imperial  government  in  regard 
to  paper  money.  In  no  way  did  British  officialdom  during  the  18th  Cen- 
tury display  more  completely  its  incapacity  to  govern  the  colonies  than 
its  stupid  handling  of  the  vital  problem  of  securing  a medium  of  exchange 
for  the  colonists.  New  Jersey’s  isolated  situation  was  an  added  consider- 
ation in  her  case  and  which  acted  to  her  disadvantage  in  a singular 
fashion  in  competition  with  surrounding  provinces. 

Sympathizing  with  the  fears  of  the  British  merchants  who  dreaded, 
quite  naturally,  an  American  infiation  disastrous  to  the  creditors,  the 
Lords  of  Trade,  in  1763,  presented  a lengthy  report  to  the  King,  tracing 
the  pernicious  effects  of  bills  of  credit  in  the  colonies.  The  report,  how- 
ever, totally  ignored  the  question  of  a suitable  medium  of  exchange. 
By  a sweeping  generalization,  which  took  no  account  of  varying  local 
conditions,  their  document  condemned  in  advance  all  attempts  to  make 
the  paper  bills  legal  tender.  It  recommended  to  Parliament  to  set  a 
date  beyond  which  all  bills  then  current  in  the  colonies,  without  fixed 
date  of  redemption,  should  be  demonetized.  This  proposal  was  passed 
into  law  by  the  Lords  of  Trade  in  1764. 

The  effects  of  this  new  policy  were  soon  felt  in  New  Jersey.  Instead 
of  a gradual  expansion  of  the  currency,  which  a growing  would  naturally 
require,  the  colony  was  subjected  to  a drastic  reduction  in  the  supply 
of  bills  at  the  rate  of  £12,500  annually,  due  to  redemption  dates  coming 
due  and  other  turned  in  as  worn  or  torn  — no  longer  of  use  to  anyone. 
So-called  “pin  money”  was  a term  used  to  denote  the  worn  bills,  which 
usually  became  separated  along  the  middle  where  the  notes  were  often 
creased,  and  the  halves  were  then  held  together  by  means  of  crudely 
made  pins.  Some  other  notes  were  sewn  together  in  an  effort  to  make 
them  last  longer  in  the  course  of  trade.  In  agreement  with  others,  a 
resident  of  Hunterton  wrote,  about  this  time,  in  the  “New  York  Gazette’’ : 
the  Case  of  two  Thirds  of  the  People  of  this  Province,  and  that  of  every 
degree  more  or  less;  they  are  in  want  of  Money;  they  are  in  Debt  and 
do  not  know  how  to  extricate  themselves;  they  are  hard  pressed  by 
their  Creditors,  and  cannot  pay;  they  are  sued.  Judgments  are  obtained 
against  them,  they  try  to  borrow,  offer  Security  for  the  Money;  but  all 
in  vain,  there  is  no  money  nor  money  lenders;  Execution  issues  against 
them,  and  a Heavy  Bill  of  Costs  arises,  the  Sheriff  levies,  advertises  and 
sells  the  Effects  for  one-fourth  or  one-fifth  part  of  their  Value,  not 
because  there  are  really  no  Buyers  who  can  furnish  the  Money;  hence  a 
Man  possessed  of  an  Estate  worth  £5,000  will  have  it  torn  from  him 
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tho’  all  his  Debts  amount  to  but  £100;  a situation  which  will  naturally 
make  a Man  feel  desperate.”  How  far  have  the  citizens  of  the  20th 
Century  advanced  from  the  pre-Revolutionary  days  in  their  efforts  to 
stabilize  credit  and  remove  many  of  the  above-mentioned  heartaches  and 
problems  that  plagued  Americans  of  those  early  days?

United  States  Gold  Notes  and  Gold 

Certificates  Should  be  Turned  In 

Judging  from  the  number  of  inquir- 
ies received  regarding  the  legality  of 
owning  United  States  gold  notes  and 
gold  certificates,  there  is  an  impres- 
sion gaining  ground  that  the  original 
Executive  Orders  have  been  revised. 
In  order  to  clarify  the  situation,  an 
inquiry  was  directed  to  Thomas  J. 
Lynch,  General  Counsel,  United  States 
Treasury  Department, 

His  reply,  which  we  have  permis- 
sion to  publish,  was  as  follows: 

Mr.  Stuart  Mosher,  Editor 
The  Numismatist 
Smithsonian  Institution 
Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of 
February  15,  1950  inquiring  whether 
it  is  legal  for  collectors  to  acquire 
and  hold  United  States  gold  notes  and 
gold  certificates. 

Pursuant  to  the  Executive  Orders 
of  April  5 and  August  28,  1933,  the 
Order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury of  December  28,  1933,  and  the 
Instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  January  17,  1934,  copies 
of  which  are  enclosed,  all  gold  notes 
and  gold  certificates  situated  in  the 
United  States  were  required  to  be 
delivered  to  the  United  States  for  re- 
demption at  their  face  amount.  This 
requirement  is  still  in  force  and  the 
Treasury  Department  has  not  pro- 
mulgated any  regulation  or  ruling 
revising  or  amending  it.  Accordingly, 
it  is  not  permissible  to  acquire  within 
the  United  States  gold  notes  or  gold 
certificates  and  they  are  still  re- 
quired to  be  delivered  to  the  United 
States.

For  a Better  Understanding 

The  acquisitiveness  of  some  collec- 
tors has  occasionally  caused  no  end  of 
embarrassment  to  District  Secretaries 
representing  the  A.N.A.  in  countries 
abroad.  Our  District  Secretaries  gen- 
erally accept  their  appointments  with 
the  understanding  that  they  are  to 
promote  the  cultural,  educational,  and 
fraternal  aims  of  the  A.N.A.  in  the 
area  which  they  represent.  Imagine 
their  consternation  when  they  find 
themselves  bombarded  with  requests 
for  sets  of  current  coins  “in  mint 
condition”  of  the  countries  in  which 
they  live. 

The  large  number  of  such  demands 
seemingly  implies  that  the  Associa- 
tion expects  them  to  fill  such  orders, 
regardless  of  the  expense  and  incon- 
venience involved.  This  is  certainly 
not  the  case.  For  years  our  District 
Secretaries,  both  here  and  abroad, 
have  served  the  Association  remark- 
ably well  and  they  should  not  be 
imposed  upon. 

We  all  know  how  bothersome  it  is 
to  ship  even  a small  lot  of  coins  to 
another  country,  unless  you  are  a 
dealer  with  the  proper  facilities.  Few 
of  our  District  Secretaries  have  these 
facilities  and  in  the  interests  of  better 
understanding  they  should  not  be 
requested  to  buy  coins  for  you.

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ODDS  AND  ENDS  OF  U.  S.  COINAGE 


JOHN  J.  FORD,  JR. 


Some  months  ago,  I wrote  a few 
words  about  re-cut  dates,  and  other 
coins,  which  eventually  appeared  in 
the  July  1949  issue  of  Doctor  Heath’s 
brainchild.  The  response  was  magni- 
ficent. Three  letters  arrived  from 
dealers,  informing  me  that  they  had 
owned,  or  sold,  or  had  heard  of,  a 
1865  Three  Cents  Nickel  with  a re-cut 
date.  Another  professional  Numisma- 
tist wrote  the  editor  of  our  esteemed 
publication,  and,  more  or  less,  disa- 
greed with  me.  Finally  — a sincere, 
intelligent,  well  informed  individual 
communicated  with  me  and  roundly 
applauded  my  meager  effort.  After 
considerable  thought,  I decided  to 
appease  my  public  — hence  this  repeat 
performance. 

Seriously  though,  many,  many 
words  could  be  written  concerning 
our  interesting  coinage  and  all  its 
subdivisions.  A recent  auction  sale 
catalog  from  a well-known  Midwest 
dealer  listed  a 1895  Proof  Silver 
Dollar  with  the  rather  laconic  com- 
ment, “A  rare  item.  No  unlimited 
bids  on  this  one.”  Similar  statements 
have  attracted  my  attention  for  some 
time,  so  I decided  to  try  and  find  out 
something  about  the  coin.  Looking 
through  my  library,  I dug  out  a little 
pamphlet  I purchased  several  years 
ago  from  the  Superintendent  of  Docu- 
ments, Washington,  D.C.  for  a nickel. 
It  is,  more  or  less,  an  official  listing  of 
our  national  coinage,  and  it  is  titled 
“Domestic  Coin  Manufactured  by 
Mints  of  the  United  States  Since  Or- 
ganization to  Include  the  Year  1935.” 
(It  is  reproduced  in  Wayte  Raymond’s 
Standard  Catalog.)  The  figure  of 
12,880  is  given  as  the  number  of  1895 
dollars  supposedly  minted  in  that 
year.  The  recently  published  lists, 
from  the  official  archives,  of  Proofs 
struck,  lists  880  Silver  sets  struck  in 
1895,  which  means,  880  Proof  1895 
Silver  Dollars. 

Before  the  war,  a Proof  specimen 
of  this  uncommon  Morgan  Dollar 
brought  a few  dollars  at  auction.  It 
was  just  another  date,  and  very  few 
people  were  excited  about  Morgan 
Dollars  to  begin  with.  The  flood  of 
new  condition  Silver  Dollars,  particu- 
larly Mint-Marked  Morgans,  from 
the  Treasury  vaults  and  the  Federal 
Reserve  Banks,  stimulated  new  inter- 
est in  this  series.  1895  “P”  Mint  was 


a date  to  find,  and  like  the  93  “S”  and 
the  03  “O”,  it  was  pretty  tough.  Un- 
like the  other  rare  dates  and  mints 
however,  collectors  went  blind  try- 
ing to  find  a used  specimen  of  the 
1895.  Even  the  careful  and  meticu- 
lous “Subway  Dealers”  gave  up  in 
disgust. 

The  word  finally  went  around,  and, 
in  order  to  complete  the  series,  a col- 
lector had  to  go  out  and  buy  a Proof. 
About  1945-6,  the  market  broke  and 
the  coin  started  to  attract  real  atten- 
tion. Proofs  brought  Thirty,  then 
Forty  and  Fifty  Dollars.  Last  year 
the  coin  made  the  big  time  and  hit 
Seventy-Five  Dollars.  Soon  it  will  be 
a “Sleeper”  at  anything  under  a “C” 
note. 

Perhaps,  some  collectors  still  sit  up 
nights  wondering  if  they  will  ever 
find  a Very  Fine  or  a Fine  1895  Dol- 
lar. A lot  of  dealers  have  di’eamed  of 
buying  a hoard  of  six  or  ten  Uncircu- 
lated pieces  at  several  times  the  ridic- 
ulous valuation  placed  on  the  date  in 
Uncirculated  condition  in  the  so-called 
“Standard  Catalog.” 

Some  people  have  speculated  pub- 
licly and  privately  concerning  the 
existence  of  this  item  in  strictly  Uncir- 
culated condition.  Such  a coin  seems 
nearly  as  rare  as  the  1915  Pan-Pacific 
Half  Dollar  struck  in  Gold.  However, 
a few  impaired  Proofs  have  made  the 
rounds,  and  I believe  that  two  or  three 
really  Uncirculated  specimens  exist. 
I have  never  seen  a circulated  1895 
Morgan,  Silver  Dollar. 

You  might  ask,  “What  happened  to 
the  12,880  pieces  supposedly  struck?” 
SUPPOSEDLY  is  right,  brother.  I’ll 
wager  that  there  were  never  12,000 
1895  Dollars  or  even  1,000.  For  my 
money,  between  860  and  880  odd  pieces 
ever  left  the  confines  of  that  stately 
old  building  in  Philly.  Of  the  880,  or 
whatever  the  exact  number  may  be, 
I believe  that  860  were  struck  in 
Proof  and  perhaps  20  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  Actually,  I doubt  if  the  full 
figure  of  880  coins  ever  left  the  Mint, 
some  remaining  unsold  and  unpre- 
sented to  the  public  or  anybody  else. 

The  student  must  remember,  that 
many  coins,  particularly  Dollars, 
supposedly  only  struck  in  Proof,  have 
been  found  in  Uncirculated  condition. 
Among  these  we  have  the  rare  1851 
Dollar,  which  is  known  in  Uncircu- 
lated condition,  one  of  which  was  sold 
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by  the  Numismatic  Gallery,  a few 
years  ago. 

Henry  Chapman,  the  noted  Phila- 
delphia dealer  and  collector,  in  sev- 
eral instances,  stated  that  only  860 
1895  Silver  Dollars  were  struck.  In 
his  catalogs  of  the  Parsons,  Bascom- 
Brown  and  other  well-known  collec- 
tions, Chapman  stated  that  only  860 
coins  were  struck,  and  he  didn’t  mean 
Proofs  only.  Eight  Hundred  Proof 
coins  was  not  a small  coinage,  when 
762  were  struck  in  1896,  731  in  1897 
and  735  in  1898. 

The  even  balance  of  12,000  coins  as 
listed  in  the  mint  report  may  have 
represented  1894  Dollars  delivered  in 
’95,  or  some  other  bureaucratic  foul- 
up.  The  possibility  that  12,000  coins 
lie  hidden  in  some  Treasury  vault 
is  indeed  remote. 

The  man  from  Missouri,  who  feels 
that  a used  1895  Dollar  can  be  found, 
should  be  careful  of  skillful  altera- 
tions. A few  “O”  and  “S”  coins,  with 
the  mint-marks  removed,  are  avail- 
able, for  a price,  to  the  unwai’y. 

As  a collector  of  fine  colonials,  I 
naturally  follow  that  market  very 
carefully.  Material  in  choice  condi- 
tion and  many  of  the  rarities  seem 
to  be  as  scarce  as  ever,  but  the  cus- 
tomers seem  to  be  scarcer.  The  bright 
element,  who  are  so  eager  to  buy 
dozens  of  rolls  of  our  late  coinage, 
should  put  their  money  in  the  early 
American  “Sleepers”  that  so  often 
sell  for  a song.  Our  initial  attempts 
at  a coinage  have  never  been  cheaper, 
and  this  applies  chiefly  to  the  rare 
items  where  only  a few  pieces  are 
known.  Of  course,  there  is,  and 
always  will  be,  a very  active  demand 
for  the  commoner  coins  in  nice  shape. 
Their  great  historical  interest  and 
value  will  always  place  somewhat  of 
a premium  on  our  various  state  coin- 
ages, Fugios,  Washingtons,  and  simi- 
lar material. 

It  seems  very  strange  that  a coin 
could  bring  several  hundred  dollars 
in  active  floor  auction  competition 
fifty  years  ago,  and  yet,  in  this  man’s 
market  be  forced  to  struggle  for  half 
the  amount.  An  excellent  example  of 
such  a situation  is  the  INIMICA 
TYRANNIS  AMERICANA  Confeder- 
atio  Cent  dated  1785.  This  coin,  the 
commonest  of  the  Confederatio  group, 
(Crosby  12  Plate  VH)  sold,  in  Very 
Fine,  lot  no.  374,  for  $800  in  1907, 
when  Henry  Chapman  catalogued  and 
sold  the  famed  Stickney  collection. 
It  was  one  of  the  speculative  series, 


struck  when  the  original  thirteen 
states  were  struggling  with  the  Arti- 
cles of  Confederation  and  wondering 
if  they  were  ever  going  to  have  a 
money  of  their  own.  Last  year,  the 
author,  being  a few  bucks  ahead, 
bought  a rarer  variety  for  less  than 
one  fourth  the  above  figure.  It  wasn’t 
bought  from  an  old  lady  or  a blind 
man,  but  from  one  of  the  biggest 
dealers  going.  Not  only  did  he  know 
what  he  had,  but  he  threw  in  a pedi- 
gree about  six  names  long.  The  coin 
was  in  the  same  condition  and  about 
twice  as  rare,  but  yet  could  be  easily 
bought  for  a fraction  of  what  a simi- 
lar and  commoner  variety  sold  for 
forty-thi’ee  years  ago.  Exceptional  — 
Lucky  — One-in-a-million  — NEVER! 
A dozen  similar  deals  go  begging 
every  month.  Collectors  pass  up  won- 
derful bargains  in  coins  literally  sat- 
ui-ated  with  history,  background, 
pedigree  and  value,  for  a couple  of 
rolls  of  coins  that  can  be  duplicated 
in  every  hobby  shop  in  the  land. 

The  market  in  the  late  roll  material 
is  so  artificial  as  to  be  almost  ridic- 
ulous. It  probably  started  when  some 
wise,  old  dealer  looked  back  and  saw 
what  happened  to  the  1909  “S”  VDB 
and  1914  “D”  Cents.  “If  I had  only 
put  a hundred  of  them  away”  soon 
became  the  watchword,  and,  within 
months  it  became  a fad. 

Collecting  coins  in  rolls  has  become 
a hoarder’s  hobby  in  itself.  Originally, 
the  idea  was  to  have  a healthy  supply 
of  a coin  that  the  standard  date  or 
date  mint-mark  collector  would  some- 
day find  scarce.  What  coin  struck 
after  1938  will  ever  be  really  scarce 
in  Uncirculated  condition?  Only 
3,514,000  1939  “D”  Nickels  were  made 
and  about  half  this  number  must  re- 
pose in  dealer’s  vaults.  (I’m  only 
going  by  what  I’ve  seen.) 

It  may  make  things  very  easy  for 
the  collector  of  1984,  but  actually, 
what  does  a drawer  of  rolls  prove? 
Does  it  lend  credibility  to  the  self- 
appointed  title  of  “Numismatist”? 
Does  it  encourage  the  novice  who 
wonders  who  in  their  right  mind 
would  hoard  coins,  some  of  which  still 
rot  in  Federal  Reserve  and  local  bank 
vaults? 

Beginners,  who  sit  up  nights  filling 
their  “Penny  Boards”  almost  reli- 
giously, should  look  to  our  earlier 
coins  for  real  numismatic  pleasure 
and  interest.  Graduating  to  a specula- 
tor’s role  is  a little  to  be  proud  of. 
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As  was  to  be  anticipated,  Allen  P. 
Gough’s  article,  “A  Challenge  to  the 
A.  N.  A.,”  which  appeared  in  the 
February  issue  has  brought  forth 
considerable  response  from  dealers 
and  collectors  alike.  The  following 
letters  are  typical  and  they  have  not 
been  edited  to  any  extent.

A New  Twist  to  an  Old  Problem 

Allen  P.  Gough  has,  in  the  jargon 
of  Hollywood,  “opened  up  a can  of 
peas”  with  his  article  “A  Challenge 
to  the  A.  N.  A.,”  which  deals  with 
trying  for  a solution  to  the  seemingly 
difficult  problem  of  grading  coins.  He 
asks  the  A.  N.  A.  to  adopt  some 
STANDARD  method,  and  his  poign- 
ant article  has  and  will  bring  forth 
comment  pro  and  con  on  a subject 
which  has  been  kicked  around  for 
years.  It  is  hoped  by  many  of  us  that 
it  will  spurn  into  action  some  plan 
whereby  a concrete  method  of  grad- 
ing may  be  accomplished. 

Mr.  Gough  only  checked  back 
through  fifteen  volumes  of  The  Numis- 
matist. Further  inspection  would  re- 
veal an  article  on  “Condition  of  Coins” 
printed  in  November  1894.  It  was  a 
reprint  from  H.  E.  Morey’s  (A.  N.  A. 
No.  21)  “Numismatic  Quarterly.”  This 
condition  chart,  listing  from  Proof  to 
Very  Poor,  was  worded  similarly  to 
Mr.  Gough’s  recently  published  list. 
Again  in  the  “1910  Yearbook  of  the 
A.  N.  A.”  beloved  Howland  Wood 
took  the  proverbial  “bull  by  the  horns” 
in  his  paper  “A  Scheme  for  the  Uni- 
form Standard  of  Classifying  the  Con- 
dition of  Coins.”  He  attempted  to 
elaborate  by  adding  to  the  grading 
vocabularly,  such  words  as,  “bright,” 
“tarnished,”  “dull,”  “scratched,” 
“rubbed,”  etc.,  etc.  Tei-ms  which  to 
this  day  are  attached  to  the  Uncircu- 
lated grade  by  most  cataloguers  and 
dealers.  In  recent  years,  our  present 
business  manager  made  an  attempt 
to  standardize  the  grades  below  Un- 
circulated with  his  “Twilight  Zones” 
of  grading,  by  eliminating  such  bor- 
derline terms  as  “about  very  fine,” 
“almost  very  good,”  etc. 

Like  Mr.  Gough,  I,  too,  have  oft- 
times  wondered  why  such  simple 
phrases  like  the  wording  in  the  charts 


could  be  so  easily  or  handily  mis- 
read. Which  leads  us  to  ask  the  ques- 
tion, “Why  this  difference  of  opin- 
ions?” The  answers  are  various,  even 
bordering  on  the  unscrupulous.  Some 
parties  buy  a coin  in  one  grade  and 
willfully  sell  or  attempt  to  sell  it  one 
grade  higher  — profit  raises  its  ugly 
head!  But  in  most  cases,  it  comes 
down  to  the  old,  old  theory  — I have 
something  to  sell  — it  looks  excellent 
to  me.  You  wish  to  buy  — it  looks 
bad  to  you.  Same  coin  — same  grade  — 
but  our  eyes  see  it  two  ways  and  we 
both  think  we  are  right.  At  this  point, 
any  chart,  regardless  of  how  much 
in  detail  it  is  printed,  becomes  use- 
less. Our  visual  conception  of  words 
even  differ.  If  we  purchase  a yard  of 
goods  or  a bushel  of  grain,  we  have 
STANDARD  measures  as  guides.  No 
seller  risks  his  imagination  as  to  how 
long  a yard  is.  No  buyer  would  accept 
such  haphazard  methods.  They  have 
a gimmick  — a measure. 

. There  you  have  the  solution  to  coin 
grading  — a gimmick!  PHOTOGRA- 
PHY! Pictures  showing  in  exact 
detail  the  degree  of  wear  allowable 
on  a coin,  and  yet  still  be  graded,  say. 
Fine,  for  example.  Any  Uncirculated 
coin  has  SOME  HIGH  POINT  which 
shows  evidence  of  even  the  slightest 
circulation.  (Referred  to  sometimes 
as  “cabinet  friction.”)  These  spots 
would  be  particularly  pointed  out  in 
detail  on  photographic  plates  with  ex- 
planations. Ordinary  plates  or  offset 
printing  WILL  NOT  DO!  It  MUST 
be  photographic  plates  because  other 
methods,  when  magnified,  become  tiny 
dots  or  lines  and  destroy  the  illusion 
entirely.  We  people  in  the  motion 
picture  industry  with  the  usual  “trick 
of  the  trade”  know  the  ways  and 
means  of  bringing  out  any  particular 
point  wished  to  be  stressed.  Holly- 
wood, with  the  finest  photographic 
supplies  and  equipment  in  the  world 
available,  is  the  logical  place  to  ac- 
complish this  project. 

Such  numismatists  as  Burton  Sax- 
ton, Stuart  Mosher,  Chas.  Kiser, 
Jim  Kelly,  Edward  Gans,  Lewis  Rea- 
gan, Abe  Kosoff,  Karl  Brainard, 
Harold  Whiteneck,  Sam  Kabealo,  and 
Richard  Yeoman  - just  to  mention  a 
few  — have  been  consulted  regarding 
this  method,  and  heartily  endorse  such 
a plan.  A Grading  Committee  care- 
fully selected  and  approved  by  the 
officers  of  the  A.  N.  A.  would  choose 
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the  photographs  to  be  used  to  illus- 
trate each  grade  of  each  series,  which 
in  U.  S.  Copper,  Nickel  and  Silver 
would  amount  to  nearly  one  thousand 
I pictures  — showing  both  reverse  and 
I obverse  of  each  type  and  denomina- 
I tion. 

! Herein  is  the  rub  with  this  scheme. 
1 Under  present  conditions  and  count- 
i ing  excise  tax,  it  would  cost  about 

* $10  to  put  out  a one-hundred  page 
loose-leaf  booklet  even  though  they 

I were  printed  by  the  thousands.  Judge 
I for  yourself  what  the  book  would 
) have  to  retail  for.  Thus  as  a business 
I venture  it  would  be  a financial  flop. 
1 It  has  been  suggested  that  I donate 
: my  findings  to  the  A.  N.  A.  and  that 
the  plates  be  published  in  The  Numis- 
matist over  a period  of  a year.  The 
! A.  N.  A.  would  probably  be  severely 
: censored  for  putting  some  $10,000  in 
3 the  venture,  and  another  raise  in  sub- 
scription rates  would  be  out  of  the 
question.  Members  of  the  Hollywood 
^ Academy  of  Numismatics  are  pres- 
! ently  trying  to  work  out  some  system 
« whereby  this  near  infallible  method 
( of  grading  can  be  accomplished,  and 
the  book  to  sell  at  a price  within  the 

• reach  of  all  who  desire  it. 

If  you  like  the  idea  and  believe  it 
I has  merit,  please  write  me  a letter  or

) ions  or  criticism.  Everybody  get  in 
I the  act  — let’s  get  something  started!

Dear  Mr.  Mosher: 

Prompted  by  Mr.  Gough’s  article  in 
the  Februax’y  issue  I’d  like  to  have 
you  publish  my  opinion  on  the  subject. 

I,  too,  hav'e  had  an  experience  with 
condition  classification  experts,  and 
they  were  NOT  dealers.  I won  an 
1834  half  dollar  as  a door  prize  at  a 
recent  convention.  The  coin  has  been 
passed  around  among  several  dozen 
collectors  who  asked  to  see  it.  The 
usual  method  of  appraising  it  was 
first  by  its  value  in  dollars  and  cents, 
and  next  by  its  condition.  These  regu- 
lar collectors  valued  it  in  jumps  of  a 
quarter  anywhere  from  $1.00  to  $3.00, 
and  its  condition  was  rated  as  fine, 
very  fine,  and  extremely  fine.  All  of 
these  men  were  collectors  of  experi- 
ence and  mature  judgment.  They 
knew.  So  what? 

There  is  considerable  difference  be- 
tween fine  and  extremely  fine,  but 
who  is  qualified  to  set  himself  up  as 
the  supreme  court?  I have  my  own 
idea  of  the  condition  of  a coin,  and  if 
the  coin  comes  within  that  standard 
of  acceptability,  it  is  immaterial  to 
me  whether  the  seller  calls  it  poor  or 
proof  I keep  it;  if  it  is  not  within  that 
standard,  it  goes  back  as  unaccept- 
able. The  purchaser  always  has  the 
remedy  in  his  own  hands. 

I am  not  assuming  that  a standard 
cannot  or  can  be  set,  but  I question 
the  advisability  of  the  A.N.A.  being 
the  dictator. 

The  poor  dealers.  God  help  them. 
They  are  all  out  of  step  but  me.  But 
if  it  were  not  for  the  dealers,  where 
would  I get  the  coins  I want?

Following  announcement  of  the  1950 
committee  chairmen  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Stewart,  and  discussion  of  several 
items  of  business  and  interest  to  club 
members,  the  program  chairman,  Ralph 
Hillman,  gave  advance  notice  of  a num- 
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ber  of  programs  planned  by  him  for 
ensuing  meetings.  All  of  these  promise 
to  be  of  great  interest  to  members  and 
guests  alike. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening,  Dr.  C.  L. 
Emmons,  founder  of  the  California  State 
Numismatic  Association,  was  then  intro- 
duced. His  subject,  “Washington  Coins 
and  Tokens,”  was  most  appropriate  for 
the  occasion,  the  observance  of  the  birth- 
day of  George  Washington,  the  great 
leader  and  llrst  president  of  the  United 
States.  The  speaker  first  gave  a sketch 
of  his  life  and  then  proceeded  with  an 
account  of  the  various  coins  and  tokens 
struck  in  his  honor  and  commemoration. 
All  of  the  26  varieties  issued  during  his 
lifetime,  ranging  in  dates  from  1783  to 
1795,  carry  the  figure  of  Washington  on 
the  obverse,  but  it  was  noted  that  many 
of  these  show  a poor  likeness  when 
compared  to  the  best  portraits  handed 
down  to  us.  Dr.  Emmons  exhibited  a 
display  of  many  of  these  coins  collected 
by  himself  and  other  members  who  con- 
tributed to  the  display.  Among  these 
were  two  very  rare  specimens  in  ex- 
tremely fine  condition,  the  1792  hall 
dollar  in  copper  and  the  1792  cent  with 
“Born  in  Virginia”  on  the  obverse. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  no  regu- 
larly issued  coins  of  the  United  States 
carried  the  likeness  of  Washington  from 
the  time  the  first  mint  was  established 
in  Philadelphia  until  the  quarter  dollar 
issue  of  1932  was  commenced.  However, 
his  portrait  appeared  on  currency  near 
the  end  of  the  last  century  and  continues 
to  appear  on  the  one  dollar  bill  now  in 
circulation.  This  last,  he  said,  was  a fine 
likeness  of  the  great  man  whose  birth- 
day was  being  observed. 

Following  this  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive talk,  the  members  and  guests  took 
time  out  to  examine  the  coins  on  exhibit. 
There  was  also  an  exhibit  of  gold  coins 
by  Vreeland  Fraser,  and  a splendid  col- 
lection of  Ancient  Barbaric  silver  coins 
by  Charles  Ruby.  These  two  exhibits 
were  the  same  that  attained  meritorious 
mention  at  the  last  ANA  Convention  in 
San  Francisco.
